MAYOR MURPHY OF DETROIT 


The recent appointment of Mayor Murphy 
of Detroit to the post of GOVERNOR 
GENERAL of the PHILIPPINES is in our 
opinion much more significant than it may 
appear on the surface. 

The Horoscope of MAYOR MURPHY— 
April 13th, 1893—reveals another of those 
MEN OF (strange, weird) DESTINY, 
whose names we find scattered here and there 
in the pages of History. He has, in his chart, 
the same peculiar configuration that we find 
(under widely varying aspects, of course) in 
the Horoscopes of Robespierre, Napoleon, ex- 
Kaiser Wilhelm, Lenin, Stalin and frequently 
in the charts of prominent Occultists. With- 
out necessarily going into detail relative to this 
configuration, we may say that it is apparently 
an indication of a phenomenal career; of a 
mighty occult power manifesting (consciously 
or unconsciously) through the individual and 
constructively or destructively in accordance 
with other aspects and planets involved. That 
it also gives great DRAMATIC POWER is 
evidenced by the fact that it is found so often 
in the Horoscope of STAGE CELEBRITIES 
(whose works have borne the stamp of 
genius). The aspect referred to is MARS 
CONJUNCTION NEPTUNE. 

Three years ago, when JUDGE MURPHY 
was a Candidate for Mayor of Detroit to fill 
the unexpired term of Mayor Bowles, we, 
publicly, predicted that he would be the suc- 
cessful Candidate. Again, in 1931, our predic- 
tion relative to his victory at the polls was 
borne out when he was re-elected by an over- 
whelming majority. (See November (Scorpio) 
1931 issue of Popular Astrology.) We then 
voiced our opinion that this was the beginning 
of a meteoric rise to the Heights of Political 
Achievement—that we believed that Mayor 
Murphy. of Detroit could become PRESI- 
DENT OF UNITED STATES in 1940—we 
still think he is headed definitely in that 
direction. 

The above analysis has, in our opinion, re- 
cently acquired additional significance, as a 


result of a certain change about to be made 
in the Attorney General’s Office at Washing- 
ton. 

According to a published report, bearing the 
date of March Sth, the present Attorney Gen- 
eral is about to be transferred to another im- 
portant office—move scheduled for May Ist— 
at which time it is understood that Attorney 
General Cummings is to take over the post of 
Governor General of the Philippines, an office 
now held by Frank Murphy, former Mayor of 
Detroit, Michigan. In this same news item 
it is hinted that Governor Murhpy may be re- 
turning to Michigan to campaign for the Gov- 
ernorship of that state. After a study of his 
horoscope, we are inclined to the belief that 
this is more than. a possibility, in fact, it seems 
highly probable and furthermore, we wish to 
go on record at this time as stating that if 
Governor Murphy does run for political office, 
this Fall he should win by an overwhelming 
majority. In fact, from the point of view of 
its far-reaching significance, it will be one of 
the most important victories in the political 
career of this man. 

In November, 1934 the transiting Uranus 
will be in exact conjunction with a North node 
of Governor Murphy, which at his birth was 
29:05 Aries conjunction, his Sun and with his 
Natal Jupiter close by in the fifth degree of 
Taurus which Uranus will transit during 1935, 
’36 and 37. In addition, to which we might 
note the position of his progressed Moon ap- 
proaching, during the next twelve months, a 
conjunction with his Natal Saturn, which at 
birth was trine to that remarkable conjunction 
of Mars and Neptune referred to above. 

It is curious to note that during the month 
of April when this important move comes up 
for consideration we find the lunation on 
April 13th. (Governor Murphy's Birthdate). 
In consideration of the fact, that this luna- 
tion is conjoined with Mars and Uranus, we 
may be justified in expecting something sen- 
sational to develop during 1934 and 1935 in 
which he will be directly involved. In fact, we 
shall expect him to play a leading role in the 
many unusual and dramatic developments that 
are scheduled to take place in the National af- 
fairs of United States during this cycle. We 
shall expect to see him definitely allied with 
the radical or progressive forces with a con- 
siderable amount of the militaristic element

modating further of my articles. 

If things had gone according to my original 
plans, three of my books would have been 
published in the autumn list of the Hermes 
Press. But, for various reasons, we have de- 
cided to hold up publication, for the moment. 
The fact is I am toying with the idea of pro- 
ducing a controversial journal of my own, by 
means of which the science of Astrology as 
reconstructed by me could be presented to the 
general Public. 

The titles of the three books mentioned 
above are: “The ‘How’ of the Human Mind,” 
“Human Habits,” and “The How, What, and 
Why of Astrology.” I will send you advance 
information of these in due course. 

At the present moment I am engaged in 
the preparation of a fourth volume entitled: 
“The Philosophy of Astrology.” 

I don’t know whether you have studied the 
philosophy of Immanuel Kant, but I presume 
you have. What struck me most of all in the 
work of this great Philosopher was that he 
had fallen on the crucial. psychological prob- 
lems with which Astrology is concerned. I 
thought at the time—and still more now—what 
a great pity it was that Kant was not an as- 
trologer. Had Kant only a glimmering of 
the great truths that underlie Astrology, what 
a wonderful science would have emerged in 
his hands. 

My own work is based on first principles 
and obvious truths. From that groundwork I 
have built up the science by means of a strict 
application of the science of logic, taking care 
to eradicate all fallacies and discounting every- 
thing of an occult or superstitious nature. I 
grant, of course, that the mystics are entitled 
to be heard, for I believe in the principle of 
toleration; and, in. the case of certain of the 
higher truths which are above human intel- 
lect I even agree that the jurisdiction of mys- 
ticism has to be conceded. But this realm 
of metaphysics I am compelled to treat as a 
metaphysicist would—in the abstract. 

I am enclosing a copy of one of my most 
recent articles which is now under offer, en- 
titled: “How the Sun, Moon, and Stars In- 
fluence Us.” I think you will find all my 
work ‘highly original and provocative of 
thought. .I differ radically from the orthodox 
Astrologers, and that is why I felt compelled 
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to attack them in the “Sunday Referee” in 
order that my own views should obtain a 
hearing. My desire and intention, is to clear 
away all jargon and confusion of thought, 
and to present the subject in a clear and un- 
mistakable manner. In such a way, in fact, 
that each of the premises may be considered 
separately and proved to everybody’s satis- 
faction. 

Your references to the works of P. Chois- 
nard and Moricain are very interesting. It is 
the first I have heard of the works and I 
am anxious to examine them. Would you be 
kind enough to let me know who are the 
publishers? I presume they are published in 
France.

Dear Mr. Tucker, 

I am very much obliged to you for your 
letter and the copy of the enclosed MS. 

Perhaps I had better explain my attitude to 
Astrology. It is on the purely intellectual side 
at least. Simply agnostic in the exact mean- 
ing of the word. I have seen no evidence 
worthy of the name either for or against it 
and know of no a priori reasons why it 
should or should not be true. That is, in its 
general implication that there is some kind 
of correlation between celestial and human 
events. Leaving aside Mundane Astrology, 
Astro-meterology, etc., we have two main 
sections of Astrology. 

(1) The alleged correlation between the 
progressive changes in the configurations of 
the stars and events of the native’s life. 

(2) The alleged correlation between the 
configurations of the stars at birth and the 
mental make-up of the native. 

Question (1).—What evidence have we and 
what evidence is admissible for this correla- 
tion? I have never seen any evidence worthy 
of a moment’s consideration. Half a dozen 
or more confirmatory instances are no more 
proof of an astrological aphorism than would 
their failure be disproof. Specially selected 
cases are useless. We want a large number 
of cases taken at random and the percentage 
of successful cases determined; or more ac- 
curately we want to know the correlation 
coefficient between the celestial and human 
events together with the probable error i.e. a 
figure which measures the reliance which may 
be placed on the coefficient in any individual 
case. 

Take a parallel problem in statistics. Do tall 
fathers have tall sons? Or, to put it more 
generally: what is the influence of the 
father’s height upon the height of his sons. 
We can see at once how ridiculous it would be 
to settle this suquestion by reference to half 
a dozen families in the street. The only way 
of settling this question is obviously to take 
1000 cases at random (and ‘at random’ would 
have to be carefully defined), and by the usual 


Statistical method determine the correlation 
between the two variables i.e. the two sets of 
heights. Clearly the result would not be that 
we could predict that a father of a given 
height would have a son of a given height, but 
we could say what the probability would be of 
a father of a given height having a son of a 
given height and state also the limits of that 
probability. This would be a perfectly clear 
and definite mode of procedure that a trained 
scientist would understand and respect. The 
process involves no. theories or hypotheses. If 
the correlation is clearly there it will have to 
be reckoned with. If there is no correlation 
then the question is settled. 

One of the first questions to be tackled it 
seems to me is: Is that of determining 
whether or not the distribution of births is 
uniform throughout the Zodiac? i.e., Out of 
say 36,000 random births are there approxi- 
mately 100 at each degree of the Zodiac? A 
priort one would expect the distribution to be 
uniform, but if it were fotind for example 
that there were accumulations at certain points 
and gaps at others, we should immediately 
have a fact of tremendous importance. Fur- 
ther, it would be an extremely simple and 
easily understood fact not to be explained 
away by allegations and manipulations, etc. 
Proceeding in this way a clear statistical dem- 
onstration of a few fundamental facts would 
do infinitely more than many hypotheses. It 
is all right to frame hypotheses when we have 
the fundamental facts and some knowledge 
of their empirical relations; but we have not 
got the facts, or at all events the facts are not 
universally admitted. 

What attracted me in what I have seen of 
P. Choisnard’s work was his claim that he 
had worked more or less along these lines. 
The particular case I remember was that the 
great majority of philosophical writers have 
their rising sign somewhere in the airy tri- 
angle. Unfortunately I have left my copies 
of his works in Paris to be brought over by 
a friend but if you will apply to Chacoranac 
Freres, II OQuai-Saint-Michel, Paris Ve.. for a 
catalogue (including a special list of ‘Chois- 
nard’s (works) you will see the kind of thing 
he wrote. There is an interesting little pam- 
phlet in his work by Lt. Col. Maillard (4 
or 5 firs.) entitled, If I remember rightly, 
“L’Astrologie et l’oeuvre des auteur Chois- 
nard,” which you will find particularly inter- 
esting giving a resume of his works and a 
catalogue of raisonee of them. 

You will see from the above what the line 
of my criticism of your paper is likely to be, 
viz. we must have the facts really demon- 
strated before it is any use theorising; but if 
you will be good enough to let me retain it 
for a few days I shall give it more careful 
consideration and return it to you with my 
remarks.

Dear Doctor :- 

Many thanks indeed for your interesting 
letter. 

Dealing with your view of Astrology it 
would seem that your suggested experiments 
are of a quantitative nature, whereas Astrol- 
ogy is essentially a-qualitative science. 

I am far from suggesting that Astrology 
cannot be made a quantitative science. Indeed 
I am myself working steadily towards that 
end. But a great deal has to be discovered 
before the quantative laws of Astrology can 
be framed. 

I am enclosing herewith a copy of my reply 
to the denouncement of J. S. S. in the Referee, 
which reply the Editor failed to publish. I 
am sending this for your perusal because it 
contains the statement of important principles. 
J. S. S. sought to set a quantitative test, bliss- 
fully ignorant of the fact that Astrology is a 
qualitative science. For instance, Bode’s dis- 
covery of the relative distances of planets is 
universally accepted as a law. Yet it fails 
as a quantitative law by reason of the fact 
that it gives a result far too great for the 
furthest planet Neptune. But it was through 
its application as a qualitative law that the 
asteroids were discovered. 

In my reply to J. S. S. you will find that I 
deal with the alleged correlation between the 
configurations of the stars at birth and 
events of the native’s life, and demonstrate 
how results may be obtained and confirmed. 

My own observations have convinced me 
that the stars produce their effects solely on 
the elemental passions. In other words, that 
the phenomena of the elemental passions in 
an individual resulting in characteristic be- 
haviour of a definite type is positively trace- 
able to the stars as the reality behind the 
cause. 

On the other hand I am equally convinced 
that the stars have not the slightest direct con- 
trol over the Human Will. Observation will 
show that sometimes the Human, Will follows 
the ditection of the innate impulses, and that 
sometimes it will take a direction contrary to 
those impulses and thereby repress them. Ob- 
viously ethical considerations and the ethical 
judgment are then involved. But this does 
not negative the fact that those innate im- 
pulses are in existence. 

St. Thomas Aquinas says: “Since every 
multiude proceeds from unity ;” and since what 
is movable is always in the same way of 
being, whereas what is moved has many ways 
of being; it must be observed that throughout 
the whole of nature, all movement proceeds 
from the immovable. Therefore the more im- 
movable certains things are, the more are 
they the cause of those things, which are most 
movable. Now the heavenly bodies are of 
all bodies the most immovable, for they are 


not moved save locally. Therefore the move- 
ments of bodies here below, which are various 
and multiform must be referred to the move- 
ment of the heavenly bodies, as to their cause.” 

Leaving these matters, however, for the 
time being, let us revert to your own stand- 
point as a mathematician. Statistics which 
would determine the question whether the dis- 
tribution of births throughout the Zodiac are 
equal or unequal are, under present world 
conditions, unobtainable. I agree that a 
priort such uniform distribution is to be ex- 
pected; but I have definite reasons for sus- 
pecting that the relative distribution as be- 
tween countries is widely disproportionate. It 
is to be hoped, however that such statistics 
will one day become available because ver 
many important considerations are involved. 
For instance, it has often struck me that the 
smooth curve shown in the “Expectation of 
life chart” of the insurance actuaries cannot 
be the result of pure chance. I am cer- 
tain that there must be a correlation between 
this chart and the distribution of births 
under the signs of the Zodias; and that is 
one of the problems I am steadily and con- 
sistently tackling. For instance, it is a matter 
of great significance to me when I find that a 
large nroportion of aged people were born 
under the sign of Capricorn. 

My facts, lines of research, and general 
methods will, of course, have to be put before 
you gradually. It is an enormous task, as you 
will readily appreciate—especially as I am 
absolutely inundated with work. Nevertheless 
it is a real pleasure to discuss these matters 
with a genuine enquirer, and I shall do my 
best to deal progressively with all the points 
you raise in the course of future letters.

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The Trail of the Dragon 
The Significance of the Nodes 


(Continued ) 


PLANETARY NODES 
By RUDHYAR 


The Nodes are the most important of these 
symbolical elements which constitute factors 
of the greatest significance’ in any psychological 
approach to astrology. Such elements are 
obviously more valid in the psychological type 
of astrology than in others which stress con- 
crete and material elements; for they deal no 
longer with planets but with relationships be- 
tween planets, or between planets and spatial 
factors such as the cusps of houses. Thus for 
the astrologer who believes that Jupiter and 
Mars actually do something to individual hu- 
man beings, sending rays of some sort which 
affect in mysterious ways individual lives, such 
symbolical points are not to be taken very much, 
if at all, into account. 


However, in the approach to astrology which 
I have named “Harmonic Astrology”, I do not 
rely in the least on the idea of a concrete in- 
fluence of planet upon individual, but I consider 
the “planetary pattern” as a whole at birth as 
a symbol of the morphology of the individual 
life-entity. Each planet being taken thus as-a 
symbolical element in a life-formula determin- 
ing the destiny of the individual, it follows that 
symbolical elements of a second degree (gen- 
erated by relating elements of the first degree) 
are just as valid and often more revealing. Life 
is a matter of relationship. What reveals the 
state of organic health is more the relationship 
between the organs, than the organs themselves. 
This is still more true of psychological factors. 
Even in the scientific field of psychology, the 
Gestalt theory is teaching us to consider group 
reactions as organized wholes, instead of fol- 
lowing single stimuli along supposedly separate 
nerve-tracts. 

The symbolical elements of the second degree 
in use in astrology can be divided into two broad 


classes: the nodes and the parts. The former 
are more concrete than the latter, for they 


‘ 


are astronomical factors, even though intangible 
ones. A planet’s nodes are the two opposite 
points where this planet’s orbit intersects the 
ecliptic. 

The important fact to consider with reference 
to the Nodes is that with them we enter the 
field of what might be called “orbital” as- 
trology. Instead of considering celestial masses 
as the basic elements of calculation and sym- 
bolism, we deal with the orbits of celestial 
bodies as they move around the earth. This 
means of course a purely geocentric viewpoint ; 
but a very interesting one, if we follow its 
implications. For, what is measured symboli- 
cally by the nodes is the peculiar way in which 
the fact of focalizing consciousness upon the 
earth creates a new perspective of the solar 
system as a whole. A similar type of astrolog- 
ical value is found in retrograde planets, whose 
motion is likewise distorted by the earth view- 
point. 

The nodes are expressions of the way in 
which the sun and the planets become correlated 
in function of an earth-being. For instance, 
the Venus nodes indicate thus how the Solar 
and Venusian qualities (I rather not use the 
term “influence”’) are related in terms of 
human consciousness; how and where the uni- 
versal life-forces symbolized by the Sun con- 
nects with the Venus element in man. 


Here, however, we do not deal only with the 
obvious Sun and the obvious Venus, as masses; 
but with their orbits. This brings in a new 
note which I have touched upon already in a 
study on “Anthropocentric Astrology”. The 
true spiritual planet is not a mere mass, but a 
zone of influence or magnetism determined by 
its orbit. In an astrology in which God is 
conceived as Space, planetary orbits represent 
the planetary gods. This was true of ancient ~ 
Chaldean astrology; and it is even truer in our 
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modern heliocentric conception of the solar 
system. Each planet can be understood in its 
symbolical character with reference to the rad- 
ius of its orbit, its speed, volume, satellites, 
etc... .; therefore in abstract terms of spatial 
and dynamic organization. 


A Celestial orbit symbolizes not only a par- 
ticular cosmic or psychological quality (or 
function), but the manner in which it is re- 
lated to other orbits, which either precede or 
follow, or intersect it. As it is the product of 
the cyclic motion of the celestial body it carries 
the meaning of “motion”; and as an orbit is 
always conceived around a center, it also brings 
the meaning of relationship to center, or source.* 


In the same manner a “spiritual” man is a 
personality conceived in action and in relation 
to his center or source of being. Man is judged 
spiritually by his works; a celestial body by 
its orbit. The Venus nodes represent there- 
fore the positive-negative spiritual relation be- 
tween Venus and the Sun as elements in man’s 
consciousness. The same is true of all plane- 
tary nodes—and in general of all orbital re- 
lationships. The relation must be both positive 
and negative as two planetary orbits must cut 
one another at two opposite points, called re- 
spectively Dragon’s head and Dragon’s tail. 


The Moon nodes are obviously much more 
interesting than the other planetary nodes, for, 
while the planet’s nodes are changing but very 
slowly, the nodes of our satellite, the Moon, 
are moving at the rate of over 19 degrees a 
year; completing a zodiacal revolution in over 
eighteen and a half years. This number is in- 
teresting kabbalistically, for according to the 
Tarot, 18 is a lunar number and 19 a solar 
one. As the Nodes describe the relationship be- 
tween Sun and Moon it is particularly appro- 
priate to find that the number of their cycle 
is betwen 18 and 19 (18.6). 


It is well to state here that the Moon nodes 
are not in any way different basically from any 
other planetary nodes, in so far as their signi- 


* For an observer placed on the Sun, the orbits of 
the planets are relatively concentric and so do not 
intersect each other. , Pluto offers however a striking 
exception. Its orbit is so elongated that it actually 
intersects the orbit of Neptune; so that a small por- 
tion of Pluto’s orbit is actually inside of Neptune’s 
orbit. This obviously occurs’ when Pluto is nearest 
the Sun. A very interesting point, this is; full of 
For this shows how, for a brief 
time, Pluto has to withdraw within the compassionate 
sphere of Neptune. Law must bow before Compassion. 


ficance is concerned; and there is no doubt that 
an astrologer skilled in interpretation could use 
all the planetary nodes with great advantage. 
The field seems however unexplored at the 
present time. It may be interesting to point 
out here that the planet Pluto was discovered 
as it approached its North Node, which repre- 
sents always a point of intensification of value 
in relationship. Men discovered Pluto as it 
reached the point where its relationship to the 
Sun (to the central life of the system) was at 
its maximum of intensity. 


Generally speaking we can say that the north 
node represents the point of maximum integra- 
tion between the qualities symbolized by the 
planet and the Sun within man’s nature; 
whereas the south node represents the point 
of non-relation or disintegration. When planets 
pass their north nodes they operate positively, 
actively ; while at their south node point they 
are receptive and passive—that is, the quality 
or function they signify operates in a passive 
(yet strong) manner. In an individual chart 
a planet situated over its north node is very 
dominant psychologically; its effect is stirring 
up the consciousness, in the sense that all the 
general life-energy received by the native 
(Sun) has a tendency to relate itself to the 
particular quality expressed by the planet. 


There seems to be much confusion about the 
exact position of the planets’ nodes and their 
motion. I am giving in the following tables 
the positions of the nodes for 1933, 1934 and 
1935, as they are found in the “American 
Ephemeris and Nautical Almanac”, which is 
indeed an authority.

The way the nodes are distributed in the 
zodiac at present is most interesting, for they 
cover an area of less than 90 degrees North and 
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South. 
the summer solstice is at present almost exactly 
at the center of the configuration. This solstice 
is the time of most intense solar manifestation 
(in Chinese philosophy, domination of the active 
principle Yang); while the winter solstice is 
the point of lowest solar vitality (domination 
of the passive principle Yin). The positions 
of the combined planetary nodes are thus cor- 
responding with points of solar dynamism ex- 
actly analogical. 


This would tend to show that the integrative 
power of the solar system as a whole upon the 
earth is at its apex now (or close to it); for 
the relationship, planets to Sun, is at its highest, 
in so far as the consciousness of earth-beings is 
concerned. This relationship symbolizes the 
way in which man’s various psychological func- 
tions (planets) are energized by the life-force 
(sun). It shows, in other words, the intensity 
of the integrative forces in man’s Soul, or 
psyche. 


In natal astrology it seems also that the 
position of important planets in degrees which 
are nodal points gives to these planets some- 
thing of an undertonal quality determined by 
the characteristics of the other planet whose 
node it is (especially North node). The King 
of England, for instance, has his Sun over 
Uranus’ North node. Undoubtedly his reign 
has been full of Uranian happenings. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s chart is also characteristic in 
this respect. His Jupiter is on Mercury’s North 
node, and Uranus’ North node corresponds to 
his MidHeaven. Moreover his Sun is on Nep- 
tune’s South node. If Neptune represents the 
power of collectivities, Neptune’s South node 
would symbolize that power disintegrated and 
left to follow the line of least resistance. Roose- 
velt’s Sun would then shine in the midst of such 
a condition, and add solar power to the Nep- 
tunian element. His own Neptune placed be- 
tween Saturn and Jupiter (closer to the latter) 
is symbolically between on one hand darkness 
and Saturnian “rugged individualism” (to be 
regenerated, as it is in the eighth house), on 
the other, Jupiter and the power of expansion 
and circulation of energy. 


However the question of how far nodal points 
add to the meaning of planets situated in their 
degrees is as yet but incompletely substantiated. 


What can be said nevertheless is that these 
nodal points contribute some kind of symbolical 
significance to their degrees of the zodiac; 
just as, in a somewhat different way, the solar 
solstices and equinoxes give to their own de- 
grees symbolical significance. The latter are 
obviously much more important than the former 
for they are constant. The fact remains that 
degrees of the zodiac which can be taken as 
points of reference for basic recurrent cycles 
of planetary relationship are thereby endowed 
with special and vital significance. The first 
degree of Aries carries the uneradicable imprint 


It is especially interesting to see that of the spring equinox quality. 


* stice. 


Any celestial 
body located within this degree will operate 
through that basic coloring. Its “influence” 
will have the spiritual undertone of this partic- 
ular sun-earth relationship, which we call the 
spring equinox. 


Following such a trend of thought we shall 
see that many degrees of the zodiac could be 
detected as having some particular basic signi- 
ficance, by virtue of the fact that at these points 
definite and significant cosmic relationships 
establish themselves. This would justify the 
use of symbols attached to every degree of the 
zodiac, as is done in symbolical astrology. 
Various sets of zodiacal symbols have been 
proposed.- The most satisfactory, on the whole, 
is the one presented by Marc Edmund Jones 
in one of his many most revealing (mime- 
ographed) courses on astrology. 


Take for instance the first degree of Cancer, 
saturated with the quality of the summer sol- 
This solstice is symbolically the mar- 
riage of Heaven and Earth, the Sun reproduc- 
ing itself on earth as the Seed-point within the 
flower. Marc Jones’ symbol is that of “a man 
upon a ship who stands impatiently with a flag 
in his hand, ready to run it up in place of the 
one now flown”. Here the “flag” represents 
the greater abstract reality, the Idea which 
the personality, the “man upon a ship” is eager 
to incarnate in a new way: in other words, the 
marriage of Idea and personality, Heaven and 
Earth. 


Again, the symbol for the Fall equinox is “a 
beautiful butterfly meeting sacrificial death 
through an impaling dart of wisdom’. This 
equinox signifies in the yearly cycle the fall 
of the Sunseed into the soil, the sacrifice of the 
seed so that a new vegetation may occur in the 
spring. The butterfly is of course a symbol 
of the human soul sacrificed as a _ personal 
entity to arise again as wisdom incarnate. 


A symbol is always the conventional repre- 
sentation of a relationship between two or more 
qualities or beings. Thus symbolical pictures 
and points of relationship (nodal points) have 
a great deal in common. The ordinary type of 
astrology deals with planetary entities which 
act upon the little specks upon this earth which 
we call men. Harmonic Astrology envisions 
life as a vast network of relationships, and 
looks for points of convergence and divergence 
in these enacted relationships, for significant 
space-time locations where the forces of life 
are connected, as nerves are interwoven into 
ganglia. It especially looks for dynamic foci 
of relationships; and none are more important 
than the nodes which are points where two 
motions cross each other; points which there- 
fore symbolize the dynamic relationship between 
the universalistic solar life and one of its phases 
of manifestation in a particular organism—the 
planetary function.

PART VI. 
1943 And The Close Of The Century 
By PAUL COUNSIL 


This is the most difficult decade of this 
series to write about. The reconciliation of 
assurances in the last issue with the auguries 
of this decade seem so forlornly specious and 
sophistical. But there is nothing inconsistent 
in the promise of its last paragraph when the 
centuries and milleniums of the Nation’s des- 
tiny is comprehended. Its words were these: 

“It is a decade (1933-42) of toil and 
struggle, grounded in a desperate earnestness 
to regain a national conscience and to regen- 
erate a decadent system of government. The 
decade closes with success in this and with 
national unity restored”. The serious will 
understand, the flighty never. 

Though at times even my own faith wavers 
when, with eyes on the ground, I follow too 
sentiently the labor pains of the NEW 
DEAL, I know the kabbalistic cycle does 
not lie. For three hundred years the 
growth and development of this country 
has not deviated from the course de- 
fined by its cycles. The work of 
Taurus will be done. Again the robots of 
puppet government will point with pride to 
muddling through, and then the reaction. To 
this “back-sliding” are to be charged the na- 
tional convulsions and rigors which are to fol- 
low. The maturity of the Nation is not yet at- 
tained; self-government has yet to be demon- 
strated; hence the power of self direction 
necessary to changing the past, by which only 
can the future be re-directed, need not be 
thought a resource in dealing with the issues 
of the passing century. It is not a resource be- 
cause “Order is heaven’s first law”, and the 
Sephitothic Tree manifests its fruit in the 1, 
2, 3 of numerical order. The experiences of 
this decade are synthetic of the Nation’s third 
century, and can not be detoured in the due 
process of its development. The lifeline of 
its salvation is its destiny consciousness. The 
words of the philosopher Oretga are leavening 
the lump: “Life must be dedicated to a destiny 
to have a meaning.” 

A destiny consciousness is being born in this 
country. And the Soul dedicated to a destiny 
would feel it a poor thing if it did not call for 
sacrifice. Nothing could be written of the 
future that would cause these to quail. The 
others of little faith must follow the fortunes 
of change as they always do, otherwise their 
interim development would not continue, with 
the regression of civilization as the result. 
“Without vision the people perish”, is one of 
those sonorous moth-eaten platitudes, often 
used for oratorical effect by the politician and 


the preacher, who never take pains to tell the 
people how “vision” appears when met with. 
Characteristic of the laissez-faire religious 
code of modern life, the people have wanted 
their reformation accomplished by “experts” 
who will serve across the counter from a 
bottle with a “Pure Food and Drug” label on 
it. Never mind what is in the bottle; if it 
doesn’t work, try another. That salvation is 
within themselves has been a hateful thought, 
for have they not paid others to do it for 
them? These hirelings agreed to supply the 
“vision” by which salvation was to be delivered 
day by day with the milk and ice; why should 
we bother? But they have been bothered— 
bothered past endurance. They know they 
have been hoaxed. They are awakening to 
the mighty conception that “life must be dedi- 
cated to a destiny to have a meaning”, and 
they are trampling their erstwhile leaders 
under foot to regain the ground that dawdling 
along the way has lost them. 


Discovering a “destiny consciousness” is 
analagous to the mariner’s discovery of his 
position on the high seas. There are rules for 
each, and, fundamentally, they are the same. 
The mariner charts his course by the stars 
and so does human life. Finding life’s destiny 
imposes the necessity of first finding its pres- 
ent position in Time and Space. Obviously 
this requires fixed and unchanging points of 
reference. Within the limits of human com- 
prehension these are to be found only in. the 
geometry of the Heavens and its Key, The 
Tarot. With these are contrived the ‘kabbal- 
istic cycle’ which identifies in Time and Space 
the position of an individual or a nation, And 
that is the viewpoint that supports the rela- 
tivity of Good and Evil in my judgment of 
the current and following decades. Of such 
origin is the destiny consciousness.” 


The decade of 1943-52 will witness the pre- 
cipitation and storage of the golden-nuggets 
of wisdom that the Nation’s third century of 
EXPERIENCE has washed out. That sounds 
easy, but it will cost a terrific price in pain 
and misery. Golden nuggets of wisdom aren't 
gathered by a raw gauche people without ef- 
fort. And that means friction, emotional cata- 
clysms, violence, and bloodshed. The present 
decade, with all its confusion, babel, and 
emotional ebullition, is preparing the socio- 
logical solution for the process of precipitation 
to follow. It is through this process of ‘churn- 
ing’ that national conscience and national unity 
are now being restored to serve the function 
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of preserving the Nation during its meta- 
morphosis in the following decade. This meta- 
morphosis is just a word to many, but serious 
minds know exactly what I mean. It means 
the downfall of the old system of government 
and the adoption of a new one. 

But why must all this happen? Because the 
Nation’s numbers of 1853 repeat in 1943, and 
it isn‘t old enough and wise enough to cir- 
cumvent the power of historical repetition 
which Natural Law enforces on the planes of 
elementary mind. The work of Arcanum III 
(3rd Century) must complete its unifying and 
harmonizing functions, which would be mere 
absurdity for the Nation at this time to claim 
had been done. A people as well as an indi- 
vidual may chant self-praise to the highest 
heavens, but the hierarchies of those same 
heavens know best when the yeast has finished 
its work and when, the mass is matured for a 
change. But what is the significance of that? 

To comprehend the function served by these 
twenty years is to comprehend the destiny of 
the country over and beyond, and into its 4th 
Century beginning with 1953. For that we 
must hark back to a kabbalistic fact, adduced 
earlier in this series, that we are the stem of 
a quadrantal culminating race, whose period 
began AD 0 and is finished when, the Equinox 
leaves the western coast of North America 
some seven thousand years hence. Thus can 
we see that our business through the next 
twenty years is preparatory to our assump- 
tion of a world wide destiny. After its 4th 
century, wherein the complete “realization” 
of this is a capital asset of national con- 
sciousness, The Americas will police the world 
and bring it to peace and harmony for the 
coming of the Son of Man. The intervening 
pain and wretchedness which the people 
must bear mean no more to the celestial rulers 
of the Nation than the wails of a spanked 
child mean to parents deeply sensitive of their 
duty to its future life. It is simply an essen- 
tial phase of evolving life for which there are 
correspondences above and below. The Nation 
cannot escape it. 

Under the mundane numbers of Taurus, 
Capricorn, Aries, and Gemini, the Country will 
return President Roosevelt to office in 1936, 
during which term he will complete the work 
to which his first term was dedicated. Not 
even the old shibboleth, “don’t change horses 
in the middle of the stream”, is necessary to

his re-election. It is for more certain in that 
vear than it was in 1932. But in 1940, under 
Cancer, Capricorn, and Libra, the reaction 
takes place. The malign influence of Arcanum 
XVIII over the economic life of the Country 
will deceive it into the election of a reaction- 
ary to the presidency. Vicious and subversive 
propaganda will saturate every phase of life. 
The very milk delivered at the door and the 
“chicken in the pot” will be inoculated. with 
its virus. Pulpit and press will be its serv- 
ants, and the children at play will uncon- 
sciously babble its sophistries : 

“Hostile minds, figured by the black dog, 
will surround him with ambushes ; friendly 
servile minds, signified by the white dog, 
will offer him flatteries; and treacherous 
minds, like unto the scorpion, will plan 
to attain their end through its ruin. 

Much will be promised in the inaugural 
platitudes of 1941. Under Leo, Business will 
hail the return of “rugged individualism” and 
the illusions of ‘Joy and Happiness’ will be 
eagerly embraced. Surcease from the rigors 
of discipline and gay abandonment of the 
cloaks of rectitude and sobriety will make it 
appear the year of Jubilee. But off in the 
seventh position is Arcanum IV, the impla- 
cable and merciless Scorpio. This number of 
Realization and Reckoning rules the Body 
Politic. There are no good intentions and 
make-believe in the philosophy of Scorpio. It 
is the number of Realism and merciless Retri- 
bution. As the 7th number it describes the 
inarticulate prayers of the people. It means 
they want Realism in their lives, which bears 
the assurance that the pretences and purple 
raiment of Leo, the carnivore, will be found 
for what they are. In 1942 comes the Moon, 
the Awakening and the Resurrection, under a 
terminal Jupiter which is the signet that a 
national conscience and unity have been re- 
stored. The dominant prayer of the people is 
now to recover the path of righteousness 
(Jupiter) from which they had been but two 
years before received. 

Then comes 1943 with Mars in command 
of the Country’s prayer-life. The ‘Lightning- 
Struck-Tower’ of Arcanum XVI tells its own 
story of the events that are to come. 

The mundane numbers of the Country for 
this decade by years will be found to time 
its events in absolute order. They are given 
below for the convenience of the student:

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The President of the United States will be 
assassinated and his government will fall dur- 
ing the Sun’s transit of Virgo in 1943. At 
that time Uranus will complete his eighty-four 
year cycle through return to his radical place 
in the national chart. Saturn will be in Gemini 
conjunct radical Uranus and Mars and squared 
to radical Neptune. Mars will be there also 
from September until the following April. And 
Neptune will be in Libra in square to radical 
Venus. It is an astrological truism that “the 
Country loses a President when Uranus tran- 
sits a mutable sign”. But rarely if ever in our 
history have forces for destruction and re- 
creation been so concentrated as they will be 
in the Fall of 1943. It is an unescapable se- 
quence of events of the utmost importance to 
the immediate affairs of the fourth century. 
We can not enter that century with our pres- 
ent form of government. Our World-Destiny 
could not be served in that way. “When a 
child becomes a man he must put away child- 
ish things”. The Nation will have reached 
the age of accountability. 

Following the sharp and decisive political 
revolution of 1943, the Country will rapidly re- 
trieve the sociological conditions that were 
surrendered in 1940. In this way the work 
of the present decade under President Roose- 
velt can be viewed as the moulding period of 
the fundamental political economy of our 
Fourth Century. The New Government will 
work with the Rooseveltian blue prints. But 
it will be autocratic rather than bureaucratic. 
The principles of representative government 
will disappear for at least a century. There 
will be no time or effort afforded for its un- 
wieldy and sodden procedures. Nor will its 
pace be handicapped by invocations and inter- 
jections of special or private interests: “Gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people, and for 
the people” will be the chief objective reward 
of the Realizing power of Arcanum IV.From 
the most over-governed and worst governed 
country in the world, it will quickly earn its 
place among the least governed and the best. 

There is nothing in this foreview to en- 
gender panic and hopelessness. On the con- 
trary, through it we can pick up the golden 
thread of national destiny and realize that 
what to the faint-hearted may sound like the 
end of the world is no more than an incident in 
the development of a mighty race. The very 
thought that within a dozen years we will 
consider ourselves privileged to have lived 
through such times: The Four-Square ma- 
turity of the mightiest nation since Egypt will 
be a thrilling thing to witness, and the proud- 
est of men will they be who have a hand in 
it. 

But where are the assurances of this fas- 
cinating vista, may be asked. 

We find the most certain assurances of this 
in the final seventh number of the decade: 
Arcanum VII, Sagittarius, now the Nation’s 
Ascendent in the constellations. (Found by 
the rules for setting up the Precessional Chart 
and directing it on the Prenatal Arc as given 


in my CYCLIC LOCALITY DIAL): OF this 
seventh arcanum I quote The Church of 
Light’s Course VI, Kabbalism; which was also 
quoted above for arcanum eighteen: 

“Remember en, son of earth, that the 
empire of the world belongs to them that 
possess the sovereignty of spirit, that is 
to say, the light which makes clear the 
mysteries of life. If the Conqueror 
(Arcanum VII) appears in the prophetic 
signs of thy horoscope, it signifies that in 
breaking through obstacles thou wilt 
crush thy enemies; and all thy wishes will 
be realized if thou attack the future with 
audacity, armed in the consciousness of 
thy right”. 

The strife, violence, and bloodshed with 
which Mars ' -gan the decade in the seventh 
position. results in the conquest of all enemies 
through Arcanum VII (the theosophical root 
of Mars) at its close. Read literally, Mars 
emerges the Conqueror. 

We are further assured in the fact that the 
terminal seventh number is the synthesis of 
the other six of the octave. The genesis of 
this is in the economic life of the people. 
When we see that the Business number cul- 
minates in Arcanum XXI, we know that its 
purging during the intervening years will be 
thorough and final. The highest possible at- 
tainment in the physical world is the promise 
of this arcanum when it culminates in the 
fourth place. Literally read, dominated by the 
urges of Social Justice (Pisces at the begin- 
ning of the Business decade) its economic life 
(Business) recapitulates and attains the 
highest possible success commensurate with its 
third century of development. Thus the golden 
nuggets of business wisdom and experience 
gleaned throughout the century are recapitu- 
lated in its last year of which it could be also 
said as of ancient Tyre, “Whose merchants 
were princes and whose traffickers were the 
honorable of the Earth.” 

The freedom of its Aquarian Soul, once 
fought for in 1853, is now accomplished ; and 
under Pisces (6th Number) Social Justice 
finally becomes the guiding principle of its 
sociological evolution to which the new gov- 
ernment of the Nation will be dedicated.

s “gang” the Sun, along about the middle 
of April. Of course, Saturn is so placed 
as to give some assistance, but at best the 
month of April involves certain very dan- 
gerous possibilities. 

The Lunation taking place in close con- 
junction with Mars and Uranus, infuses a 
powerful tendency toward radicalism and 
violence in various forms. With reference 
to the effect of this Lunation in various 
localities, much will depend upon the Mun- 
dane (house) position of the Lunation 
a given point. In those localities wherein 
the Sun, Mars and Uranus happen to oc- 
cupy an angle—one of the four Cardinal 
points, viz; First, Tenth, Seventh or Fourth 
house—in such a locality the power re- 
leased by the Lunation will be more ob- 
jective (dynamic) inasmuch as these angu- 
lar houses (above mentioned) are depart- 
ments of objective manifestation and tend 
to the free expression of the forces, that 
may be released throuch them. Plotting the 
effect of this Lunation in this manner, we 
find that these four localities—sensitive 
areas—danger points on the surface of the 
earth—to be as follows—: 


FIRST HOUSE. 


India—This may well bring to a climax 
certain tendencies to open and violent re- 
bellion in that country, which were sug- 
gested as a probability for about this time, 
on page 24 of, the March issue, of AMERICAN 
AstroLocy. This will also, no ‘doubt, subject 
the people of the country to public disasters 
of an extraordinary nature, which might easily 
result in a heavy loss of life. Fires, explo- 
sions, possibly also an earthquake, although, 
we have really little reason to believe that 
the First House affliction in the horoscope of 
a nation necessarily manifests in just that 
form, an earthquake would seem to be more 
probable as a result of a meridian affliction. 
But, whatever the form of manifestation, we 
feel sure it will be very violent, destructive 
and as sudden as a “bolt from the blue,” and 


This is a very 


we believe that the most probable form of 
manifestation, would be Political—a sudden 
and violent uprising among the people. 


TENTH HOUSE 


Central and Southern Pacific—This area 
is quite close to the International Date 
Line and places Pluto on the ascendant, at 
about 21 degrees N. Latitude. However, 
New Zealand—so close to this meridian—is 
also right in the danger zone, and it is 
quite within the range of probability that 
it might manifest as an earthquake at that 
point. However, we believe that the most 
probable form of manifestation may be a 
volcanic eruption of unusual violence, 
which might result in quite a heavy loss 
of life. iu that effect, the recent eruptions 
that have been recorded at this point will 
likely appear very mild by comparison. 

SEVENTH HOUSE 

United States—Eastern United States 
will feel this Lunation in the department of 
foreign affairs. It would seem highly prob- 
able that there may be a sudden and vio- 
lent conflict, between the ruling powers of 
this country and some foreign nation, which 
will probably not manifest as open warfare, 
by reason of the position of Saturn, which 
will hold the radical tendencies in check, 
to some extent, but the situation may be 
quite critical. 

This is likely to also manifest with re- 
gard to the internal affairs of the nation 
in the form of a violent opposition to gov- 
ernmental policy and probably open rebel- 
lion against the President. In fact, the rul- 
ing powers, of this nation, appear to be in 
a singularly uncomfortable and dangerous 
position. As stated on page 3, of the 
March issue, of AMEBICAN AstTROLOGY, the 
Government—and specifically the President 
—of the United States is, all through the 
spring months, in a rather unfavorable 
position, having passed under the ruler- 
ship of Scorpio (and Pluto) during Febru- 
ary and remaining under this influence until 
past the middle of June, 1934. Under this 
“dark star” the machinery of the govern- 
ment need not be expected to function so 
smoothly, as was the case during the pre- 
ceding f our months, while jupiter and 
Libra were in command—the contrast may 
be rather striking. At times, during this 
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period very serious difficulties are likely to 
be encountered and we shall expect this 
to be particularly true of the month of 
April. 


With Scorpio on the Midheaven (House 
of Government) of the cyclic chart for 
United States, during the spring months, 
Pluto becomes a svmbol of government 
during that period and Pluto receives the 
full force of this Luyation by square as- 
pect. It would appear that the President 
may be forced into a position where he 
may be compelled, in order to save the 
situation, to adopt extreme dictatorial 
methods and employ some very drastic 
measures, which will meet with a most 
violent opposition and may stir up much 
bitter enmity. From this configuration, 
alone we might be inclined to forecast this 
as a threat against the personal safety 
of the President, but it so happens that 
President Roosevelt’s chart is not itself 
under direct affliction bv the Lwunation, 
therefore he may be personally protected. 
In which case, it would be the government 
itself that would suffer and possibly the 
violence me-- be against some other mem- 
ber thereto, with the result of temporarily, 
at least. completelv disorganizin~ the ~ov- 
ernmental policies. With Mars involved 
and rules all the sixth house of the cyclic 
chart, we may expect serious labor troubles, 
probably a succession of strikes, if not a 
General Strike. It looks very much as 
though the Blue Eagle may get a “Black 
eye” in April, Tust what this may in turn 
do to the business of the country is some- 
thing else again. A panicky spirit and 
much excitement will, no doubt, prevail. 
The position of Jupiter, not far removed 
from an opposition to the Lunation, con- 
stitutes a distinct urge towards inflationary 
measures, although it would appear pro- 
bable, that this may be most in evidence 
prior to the Lunation. That is to say, 
during the second week of April. If the 
market sfiould advance to any marked ex- 
tent prior to April 13th, which is possible, 
then a very sharp decline might come right 
around the 13th of the month. However, 
this belongs in another chapter. 


Finally in event that there should be a 
Terrestial disturbance in as a result 
of this angular affliction the sensitive point 
appears to be at about 100 W. Long. This 
‘might also manifest as a serious accident 
in connection with Transportation, Fires 
and explosions. 


FOURTH HOUSE. 


Europe—Here we find the Lunation in 
that department ordinarily associated with 
Earthquakes. It strikes a meridian that 
runs through England, France and Spain, 
of course, there is an orb of influence in- 


volved here which takes in a fairly wide 
area, including Portugal. 


We believe, that an earthquake in Por- 
tugal, is quite probable, otherwise serious 
political troubles in that country and in 
Spain and in all Eastern and Southern 
Europe there will be a pronounced ten- 
dency toward violent opposition to the 
Ruling Powers, which may result in the 
overthrow of a government in any of the 
countries mentioned above. Terrific storms 
will, no doupt, make shipping in that lo- 
cality very dangerous besides resulting in 
heavv toss of life through fires, explosions, 
etc. Those whose occupations may be 
particularly dangerous, or such as may have 
occasion to work with explosives, or in- 
flammable materials, may know that the 
month of Anril calls for unusual caution 
and strict attention to all’ measures that 
makes for safety. That goes for all locali- 
ties. 


Austria—Chancellor Dollfus of Austria 
will come in for a large share of attention 
this month and for him individually this 
appears to be a most important month. One 
of the two very important months of the 
year, the other being the month of August 
and both in his favor. While this is a very 
violent Lunation, generally speuking, it 
promises unusual benefits to the Chancet- 
lor of Austria. He might, possibly, have 
another revolution to deal with, perhaps 
his friend, Hitler, may decide that it is 
about time his wings were clipped, but in 
any case _ it does not appear that the 
Austrian Chancellor is in any great danger. 


The Lunation takes place very close to 
the natal Jupiter of Chancelior Dollfus and 
his natal Jupiter is not only unafflicted, but ° 
trine Venus in Leo. Therefore, whatever 
conflicts may arise, we will expect him to 
come out victorious and in fact with added 
power. It appears probable that he_ may 
secure quite a fortunate alliance with a 
Foreign Nation which will be greatly to 
his advantage.

Bailey’s Pre-Natal Epoch also deals with 
this subject of Rectification and is much in 
favor among a great many Astrologers. Rec- 
tification is a subject that is not yet scientific, 
merely speculative. I might refer you to page 
57 of the November issue of American As- 
trology, where you will find a detailed ex- 
planation of the system which I have used for 
several years with very satisfactory results. 

I have not noticed that Uranus square to 
Saturn specifically indicates “fires”, although

this may be so, the Brotherhood of Light les- 
sons on Horary and Mundane Astrology cover 
these matters quite thoroughly. 

So far as I know there is nothing authentic 
available on the length of time in days and 
hours which various aspects and planets last. 
This, however, is a fruitful field for research 
and I have personally given the matter much 
consideration, in fact I already have a method 
of determining this by means of a Lunar 
Chart which I have used for some time. 

Keynotes—The best book in my opinion on 
“Keynotes” is that published by M. Manly P.

CONSTRUCTION INDUSTRY 


Question: Why not have a horoscope for 
all that constitutes the Construction Industry 
from Mechanics to Architecture? 

Answer: There is no doubt in my mind 
but that Saturn governs the Building and Con- 
struction trades and the developments therein 
would be indicated by the transits and aspect 
of this planet. If this is true then 1934 should 
be a very good year for that Industry since 
Saturn is one planet that appears to be quite 
harmoniously aspected throughout the major 
portion of the year. 


ELECTIONS 


Question: You ran 100% on the New 
York Election. What do you think of Cali- 
fornia’s gubernatorial aspirants? I notice a 
new type of politician entering the primaries 
out here—“Upton Sinclair, the Novelist”. Is 
California due for a “political housecleaning” 
this year such as New York hopes for through 
La Guardia? 

Answer: I would be very happy to have 
the opportunity of analyzing this election, if 
you would be good enough to send me the 
birth dates of all candidates involved. 
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THE GRAND SQUARE 


Question: My daughter has a GRAND 
SQUARE and I have always been under the 
impression that a Grand Square would work 
out as a bad influence, until I read in one of 
your articles that it was good. I do know 
that in the case of my daughter it has NOT 
worked out in a drastic manner so far in her 
life, she was 24 yeasr old the 11th of January. 
I was quite surprised about two years ago, 
when the Sun was beginning to transit this 
Grand Square, she obtained a very good po- 
sition which she still has. I was puzzled why 
so much. good could work out under such evil 
directions. Would you please explain this 
good influence of a Grand Square? 

Answer: In my experience, one of the 
greatest difficulties in Astrology arises out of 
the inability to interpret aspects accurately. 
Most of the difficulty and much of the inac- 
curacy which creeps into this phase of the 
work arises apparently from the tendency on 
the part of the student to read an aspect as 
such (giving it a separate interpretation as it 
were) rather than to read it as a relationship 
existing between the signs involved. That is 
to say, too much stress is placed upon the plan- 
etary factor and not sufficient emphasis is 
placed upon the sign and sign rulership as a 
factor, in the problem. 


Thus, a square is read as a BAD aspect, 
whereas a trine is universaly acknowledged as 


a GOOD aspect. As a matter of fact, a great 
deal depends upon the nature of the signs in- 
volved in these aspects—elements symbolized 
by these signs—for instance, a square between 
Aries and Capricorn. involves a combination of 
the Fire and Earth elements, it combines in a 
way the influence of Mars and Saturn, as 
rulers of these signs, and from that point of 
view, may be considered as a very difficult 
aspect to deal with. On the other hand a 
square between Aries and Cancer combines the 
influence of Mars and the Moon, and it has 
been definitely established that these two are 
antidotes for each other, therefore, such a 
square (Aries—Cancer) might be quite con- 
structive in effect. 


It may be readily seen that a Grand Square 
must necessarily involve the entire four ele- 
ments Fire, Earth, Air and Water and repre- 
sents therefore, a perfectly balanced condi- 
tion—the four-fold symbol of completion, se- 
curity and material achievement. I have 
noticed that children in whose charts I have 
found a Grand Square are usually preco- 
cious—they are usually possessed of uncommon 
abilities and often achieve in a measure far 
beyond their years. However, if one of the 
planets forming a Grand Square should hap- 
pen to be lacking we would then. have what is 
known, as a Cross, wherein one of the four 
elements would be lacking—an UNBAL- 
ANCED condition which is very difficult to 
handle. 


- Higher Power. 


Speaking of the Grand Square, calls to 
mind the remarkable configuration, which is 
found in the Lunation Chart of January 15th, 
1934, it fooled-a great many Astrologers, (in- 
cluding this one) who saw only the Cross in- 
volving the sun and Moon conjunction Mer- 
cury, square Saturn and Jupiter, Pluto on the 
other corner of the square was overloked. 

By the same token, a Grand Trine might be 
very evil in effect for the reason, as you may 
readily understand, it calls for all three 
planets to be in signs of one element, that is 
to say we would have a fire trine or Earth 
trine, etc., this represents therefore, an excess 
of that element and a Grand Trine is there- 
fore usually disastrous in effect for the reason 
that any excess symbolizes a condition that is 
very likely to get beyond control. 

I am, personally in the habit of considering 
a Grand Square as analogous to a well-as- 
pected Jupiter and accept the Grand Trine as 
similar in effect to an afflicted Neptune. 


HITLER 


Question: Please make some predictions 
regarding Hitler? ' 

Answer: Some time in the near future 
I hope to find time to go into this subject 
more thoroughly, but for the present it might 
be interesting to refer to a statement which 
appeared in our May 1933 issue, page 5 rel- 
ative to Hitler. As follows: 

“Hitler is not through yet. Indica- 
tions are that he has passed his personal 
crisis and has before him a_ very 
successful year (1933). Hitler has set him- 
self to the task of building an Empire 
and he will succeed.” 


Therefore to repeat a statement which has 
been made at various times through columns 
of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY we find an interest- 
ing parallel between the horoscope of Hitler 
and the most generally accepted horoscope of 
Napoleon in that both of these charts we 
find Saturn in Mid-heaven. 

Saturn in this department of a chart is usu- 
ally indicative of one who, though he may 
occupy a position of great power and author- 
ity, yet ever acts “UNDER ORDERS” from 
someone “Higher up.” Of himself he can do 
nothing but as a manager, disciplinarian or 
DICTATOR he accepts the responsibility for 
carrying out in every detail the will of a Su- 
preme Commander who remains a “power be- 
hind the scenes.” In less reputable enterprises 
this often makes of Saturn the “cats-paw’— 
or aS one might say, “the goat.” 

The fact that Saturn so often brings great 
success followed by ultimate downfall and 
ruin is no doubt due to this very fact that he 
is not self-sustaining, but is dependent upon a 
A realization of this fact 
coupled with human selfishness breeds FEAR— 
a fear that may be displaced by someone 
more worthy. He then proceeds to destroy 
every form in his environment which might 
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conceivably constitute a menace to his power, 
and incidentally manages to thereby destroy the 
very forms which were most directly respon- 
sible for his success and upon whose con- 
tinued support his safety depends. Having 
thus kicked away the supports from under 
his own feet he quite naturally does a humpty- 
dumpty and lands at the bottom again—a total 
wreck. It is said that a powerful Occult 
Brotherhood operating through the instru- 
mentability of the Russian Empire sup- 
ported Napoleon only to be repudiated by 
him shortly before his fall. We feel inclined 
to question WHO is the Power back of 
Hitler and will he also “deny his Christ?” 
—probably—they usually do. 


In the light of recent developments it will 
also be interesting to reflect on an observa- 
tion that was made relative to Hitler and 
Mussolini on Page 4 of our December 1933 
issue. Readers are referred thereto for our 
analysis of the basic relationship between Fac- 
ism and Nazism—the two great European 
Powers of today. Twixt these two powers 
there is a natural rivalry which is rapidly de- 
veloping to the point of open conflict. In 
this battle for supremacy Nazism will probably 
triumph but after that—Russia. 


KING ALBERT 


The violent passing of the King of the Bel- 
gians on the afternoon of February 17 served 
as a Striking illustration of the accuracy of 
the monthly forecast as appearing in AMERI- 
cAN AstroLocy. King Albert was born April 
8, 1875. Referring to the February forecast 
for Aries page 28 of our February 1934 issue, 
week of February 18-21 wherein we in- 
dicated “a dangerous week”... . “Mars oppo- 
sition Neptune, February 18, is a warning of 
possible accident or violence in strange places 
or under peculiar or mysterious circum- 
stances”. “Avoid hazardous undertakings— 
strange roads, etc. 


Incidentally the chances seem to be rather 
against King Leopold III retaining his throne 
very long—scarcely a year. The forthcoming 
eclipse August 10, 1934 is very significant in 
this connection, threatening the new King 
with loss of power and prestige. 


MARRIAGE 


Question: Will you please tell me what 
are the matrimonial prospects, when the natal 
charts give the following mutual aspects: 


A conjunction of his Sun and her Neptune 
trines her Sun (in her seventh house) and 
semi-sextile his Venus and trines his Uranus. 

A conjunction of his Saturn and her As- 
cendant is in opposition to her Sun: his Mars 
squares her Ascendant and her Sun; and his 
Uranus is in sextile to her Ascendant arid 
trine her Sun. 


A conjunction of his (Mercury and Neptune 
squares her Mars; and his Moon sextiles her 
Mars and is in opposition to her Jupiter. 

His Jupiter is in conjunction with her 
Venus, and semi-sextile to a conjunction of 
her Moon and Saturn, also semi-sextile to her 
Mercury. 

Answer: I do not consider such mutual 
configurations as you mention particularly im- 
portant as determining factors in the matter 
of personal relationship. I consider that the 
final determinants in this matter are the 
Moon’s Nodes. When two people contact 
through the North Nodes, I find that the re- 
lationship is consistently constructive. On 
the other hand, when the contact is made 
through the South Nodes, J have found that 
the relationship is consistently unsatisfactory. 
Furthermore, please understand that this 
judgment does not take into consideration any 
question of attraction or apparent affection 
that may exist between the individuals in- 
volved,—there are some people who love 
trouble. 

Question: What do the stars say about a 
wedding that took place!— 

Ed. Note—For obvious reasons 
been omitted. 

Answer: Now you are asking me—after 
the wedding has taken place—what the stars 
indicated!—If you will pardon my bluntness, 
this is putting the Horse after the cart. I 
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can tell you quite frankly that I have not 
erected a horoscope for this wedding, further- 
more, there is no reason, as far as I know 
why anyone should—now. Any marriage will 
be a success that is based upon mutual con- 
fidence and understanding, and I trust that 
these good people will find the happiness and 
prosperity that they are seeking. However, 
Astrology should be consulted not after, but 
before the event, if one wishes to derive in- 
formation of any value therefrom. 


MARS FLIES THE MAIL 


Early in February, our Postmaster 
General decided to cancel all Airmail con- 
tracts and turn the responsibility of Airmail 
delivery over to the Army. 


At that time Mercury and Mars were in 
conjunction and within orb of an opposition to 
Neptune. February 13 Mercury moved over 
in exact opposition to Neptune—a situation 
with which further complicated by a Total 
Eclipse, on the same day. February 18, Mars 
opposed Neptune, while on February 24 Mer- 
cury retrograded to again conjunct Mars Feb- 
ruary 28. A configuration which went into 
the head lines through the United air line dis- 
aster of February 22. The above configura- 
tions were then followed by two more oppo- 
sitions to Neptune during March with a 
solar opposition, (March 2) thrown in for 
good measure. Thus we find practically con- 
tinuous a affliction to Neptune from Febru- 
ary 8 to the end of March, with Mercury 
never far removed from an opposition to Nep- 
tune at any time during this period. 


Mars rules the Army, Mercury rules the 
Mails and Neptune rules Aviation, (“Flying 
conditions,”) so what a beautiful prospect the 
army aviators faced. From the astrological 
point of view our postmaster could scarcely 
have chosen a worse time to test the ability 
of the army flyers to provide an efficient mail 
service. A mighty severe test calling for 
ample experience and the best of equipment. 


At this writing Mars is having a terrible 
time and judging from some of the editorials 
we read, if something is.not speedily done to 
remedy this situation Mars is in a fair way 
to have his wings removed altogether. With 
an average of two crashes per day it looks as 
though they will have to raise the airmail 
postal rates to buy new planes to say nothing 
of the compensation costs. It has really be- 
come quite an event and worthy of first page 
mention when. a pilot and his plane both land 
at the same place at the same time, however, 
if the army can weather the next four weeks 
to the end of March they will probably make 
the grade—if they have any planes left. 


MARY PICKFORD 


The horoscopes of Mary Pickford and 
Douglas Fairbanks, by comparison, present 
a very interesting study and further proof 
of the statement we have so often made, 
that the Nodes were the final determinants 
in all questions of relationship. 

Every Astrological student will honestly 
admit that he is constantly meeting with 
aggravating exceptions to the rule, which 
bases the question of harmony on planetary 
relationships alone. On the other hand, it 
has been found, and will be further substan- 
tiated by observation, that the power which 
operates to link two lives together manifests 
directly through the Moon’s nodes and this 
power is mutually constructive or destruc- 
tive, according to whether the contact be 
made through the North or South Node 
respectively. 

If the contact is made through the North 
Node, in either chart, the relationship tends 
to be mutually constructive, whereas if the 
contact be made through the South Node, 
apparently, this has a deteriorating, disin- 
tegrating and destructive effect upon both 
parties, tending to defeat the purposes of 
life and ultimately lead to mutual failure. 
Apparently, so far as we have observed, 
only conjunctions are effective in this and 
it appears to be of relatively minor im- 
portance so far as the inherent Power is 
concerned what planet in either chart the 
Node may contact. 


When this test was first applied to the 
horoscopes above referred to, we were 
somewhat surprised, in the light of recent 
events and rumored divorce, to find that 
there is a mutual contact through the North 
Nodes in both of these charts. In the 
horoscope of Mary Pickford, born April 
9th, 1893, we find the North Node 29/17 
Aries, very close to Mars and Venus in the 
horoscope of Douglas Fairbanks, (birth 
date May 23rd, 1883). In fact, the Node is 
just about midway between Mars 24-59 
Aries and Venus 0/26 Taurus. On the 
other hand, we find the North Node in 
Douglas Fairbanks’ chart 10/24 Scorpio 
within one degree of Miss _ Pickford’s 
Uranus. The relationship is thus character- 
ized as mutually constructive and these two 
charts are linked together in a very strik- 
ing manner. 

It is our opinion, that the magnetic link 
-in this case would be too powerful to be 
severed permanently by any temporary dis- 
agreement and we believe, that in the not 
far distant future these two good people 
may be re-united. In consideration of the 
facts, above stated, it would seem to be in 
the best interests of both parties that this 
reconciliation should take place. This 
would be quite likely to happen during the 
month of April 1934. 
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Gi eneral Forecast 


For those born March 21 to April 20 
Based upon the Major Transits 


NEPTUNE 


Neptune in transit through Virgo, 1928 to 
1942, is in the Sixth (solar) House of those 
born under the rulership of Aries. 

Those who have birthdates within the period 
given above (March 21 to April 19) may de- 
termine the year of the maximum power of 
this transit by adding one year to 1928 for 
each two days that the birthdate is later than 
March 21. For instance, in the case of a per- 
son born March 23, this Neptunian influence 
would be most powerful for that person in 
the year 1929. 

Neptune in the Sixth Department of a chart 
tends to throw the House of Service, Employ- 
ment and Health into a rather chaotic condi- 
tion. The problems of finding your right 
work and _ satisfactory working conditions 
would develop as the major problem of your 
life while under this influence. Neptune being 
the planet of idealism, dreams and visions 
would naturally impel you to seek and demand 
quite ideal working conditions. This ideal 
might be so high and so utopian in design that 
it might not even be within the range of prac- 
tical possibility; even though this planet of 
illusion might at times deceive you into think- 
ing you had found it, only to discover later 
on that you have thrown away a substance for 
a shadow. You should know and realize that 
it is really not important WHAT you do or 
WHERE you work, as it is that you do some- 
thing—keep busy. Work is your salvation 
while under the influence of this Neptunian 
transit; even though you may have to do the 
thing over again—and several times—keep 
eternally at it. If you entered this period 
with habits of regularity, punctuality and 
order already acquired, then you were well 
fortified against the disorganizing influence of 
this transit, otherwise you might have become 
restless, wandering, neivous, inefficient and 
inclined to work only, if at all, when under 
the “Whiplash of Necessity,” or under the 
spell of inspiration, at best, an unreliable urge. 


Since you must have an ideal in order to do 


anvthine at all you might profitably accept 


“Service” as your ideal—let efficiency and un- 
selfish service be your watch-word—do it 
now—and don’t forget that life is also amus- 
ing, especially when it is tragic. Keep your 
sense of humor active and under no circum- 
stances should you ever make the mistake of 
taking yourself—your health or employment 


ry 


problems—seriously. If you must sympathize 
with anyone, sympathize with a person who 
solicits your. service and comes to you 
for assistance in his troubles. There 
will probably be many such while this 
transit is in force. You can thus find happi- 
ness, success and the full realization of your 
idealistic urges, and in thus laboring unselfish- 
ly in the service of others less fortunate than 
yourself and in endeavoring to lighten their 
burdens, you will have less time and inclina- 
tion to think of your own difficulties and thus 
will avoid what is probably the greatest dan- 
ger incident to this transit—‘Self-Pity.” 

The solution of this employment problem is 
in fact more important than even that of 
health, for when you are happy in your work 
this will result in peace and tranquility of 
mind which will in turn re-act upon the health 
condition for the reason that while Neptune is 
in the sixth house the physical organism re- 
sponds very readily to (subconscious) mental 
conditions, therefore, most of your-ailments 
at this time will probably be largely psychic 
and due to a derangement of the sympathetic 
nervous system or, more accurately to destruc- 
tive suggestions accepted by the subconscious 
mind—self-hypnosis. This gives rise to pe- 
culiar ailments which are of the type that the 
average doctor finds most difficult to deal 
with. As a matter of fact, medicine and 
drugs are practically useless for the treatment 
of Neptunian ailments. A cheerful frame of 
mind plus a reasonable amount of work is the 
best medicine for Neptune. However, it is 
also a fact that this influence does sensitize 
the body to a marked degree and requires 
that special attention be given to diet. Under 
afflictions to Neptune which may occur from 
time to time during the period of this transit 
there might be a derangement of the assimi- 
lative system which might result in the accum- 
ulation of toxic-poisons which would, of 
course, have a very depressing effect upon the 
mind. Neptune seems to have a marked af- 
finity for liquids and the principle component 
thereof—the element Hydrogen—with the re- 
sult that the body may have a tendency to 
absorb this element to excess causing a hyper- 
acid condition of the body also an excess as- 
sumulation of fats. The best corrective for 
this would be to eat plenty of foods that are 
known to have an alkaline reaction which 
would tend to neutralize this acid condition. 

You may derive much information of value 
relative to this Neptunian influence by close 
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attention to the aspects received by Neptune 
from other planets from time to time. An 
analyses of which will appear in AMERICAN 
AstroLocy each month. From a study of such 
an analyses you should be in a better position 
to make a constructive application of this 
force. 


URANUS 


When Uranus entered the sign Aries in 
May 1927, things started to happen in the lives 
of these Aries people and when we say 
“things happened” we mean just that—plenty 
happened. Of course, this could not be ex- 
pected to operate the lives of all Aries natives 
necessarily at the same time, much would de- 
pend upon the decanate of Aries in which an 
individual might have been born. One may 
determine the exact year of the maximum 
power of this influence by adding one year to 
1927 for each four days that the birth-date is 
later than March 21st, therefore those born 
between March 21st and March 25th would 
experience this Uranian influence during 1927 
and 1928, whereas those born April 10 to 
April 14 would not get the full force of this 
Uranian transit until 1933. 

Generally speaking, Uranus would incline to 
a sudden and radical change in the personal 
environment and attitude toward life—a com- 
plete change in the course of the individual 
destiny. To some it may have brought a 
great and sudden (probably unexpected) ad- 
vancement of fortune. Those inclined to pub- 
lic life may have been elevated to official posi- 
tions or may have been granted political pref- 
erment as a result of the friendship of those 
in power. It would also incline to an interest 
in and connection with or self-expression 
through radical unconventional associations 
and since Uranus is, in itself, such a tireless 
and enthusiastic worker in the course to Hu- 
man Liberty, no doubt, organizations devoted 
-o this cause have claimed many Aries mem- 
bers during the past six or seven years. What 
the ultimate effect of this might be in indi- 
vidual cases wouldy of course, depend to a 
large extent on the aspects and position of 
Uranus in the individual horoscope and also to 
a considerable degree upon the birthdate it- 
self, since this would determine the transiting 
aspects, which Uranus may receive, from other 
major planets, during the period of its maxi- 
mum power. For instance, those born during 
the latter part of March, would most likely 
experienced the destructive effects of Uranus 
since during the time that it was in full power 
in their lives it was on a cross with Saturn, 
which might have resulted in a sudden re- 
versal of fortune although we have it on the 
authority of Walter Winchell that “out of 
7,000,000 people paying the highest income in 
the fiscal year of 1930, a little over 4,120,000 
were born in Aries”—the source of income 
was not mentioned. 

_ As might have been expected to the major- 
ity of Arian friends Uranus brought an in- 


tense longing of freedom, from all forms of 
conventional limitations, probably manifesting 
in some cases, as a desire to get away from 
everyone and everything with whom the indi- 
vidual had been previously associated—desire 
to reorganize the entire life and personal en- 
vironment and Blaze a new Trail. To you 
who are born under this sign or under the 
rulership, thereof, we would say while Uranus 
is in Aries beware how you stake all on some 
desperate gamble with life. We do not say 
that you should not make changes, in fact, it 
would be futile to advise you not to change, 
but we do say that anyone under this influence 
should consider any radical change in the per- 
sonal environment, or mode of life very care- 
fully, thus you may be spared many bitter 
regrets later. When blazing a trail, into an 
uncharted future, you must realize that the 
future must always grow out of and include 
the past. We do not progress by tearing 
down, but rather by building and we must 
always go on from where we are. If you, 
in response to this Uranian influence, should 
feel an urge to impulsively fly off at a tang- 
ent on impulse the admonition is—wait—until 
you are sure the move is logical and not 
merely dictated by emotional instability. You 
are likely to lose a valuable friend while un- 
der this influence, or you may drive many old 
friends of long standing, away from you by 
your own erratic behavior and intolerant inde- 
pendent attitude. Furthermore, as this is an 
emotional planet, it might attract someone 
into your life who would be emotionally un- 
stable and who might further get you involved 
in all sorts of extraordinary scandals, etc. In’ 
fact, such an influence might quite ruin you 
unless you are unusually discreet and practical 
in these matters. Avoid even an appearance 
of evil. This Uranian influence would natur- 
ally lead to the formation of extraordinary 
friendships and unconventional associations 
such as would be entered into quite suddenly. 
A stranger, on practically first acquaintance, 
being accepted as a friend of long standing. 
Unless these friendships are founded on truth 
and mutual confidence and sincerity they 
might be expected to end later and just as 
suddenly in the bitterest mutual enmity. Thus 
the paths of the Arian natives during this 
period (1927-1934 inclusive) may be strewn 
with the wrecks of shattered romances and 
ideals. The remedy would be to be as con- 
servative as possible and above all logical in 
your thoughts and actions. This is the time 
when you might be impelled to attempt to 
organize some new enterprise or pioneer in a 
new field of activity. But unless you control 
a tendency to emotional instability and ex- 
treme radicalism such enterprises might come 
to a quick and disastrous finish. This is an 
influence that generates wild and wavering 
impulses which you may control and direct 
to constructive purposes if you will use your 
head for some other purpose than that of 
battering your way through stone walls of 
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opposition. When under the influence of 
Saturn you should beware of a sudden over- 
powering enthusiasm for some project that 
has not been carefully thought out. Also be- 
ware of suddenly dropping some promising 
project on the impulse of the amount. This 
is a planet that incites to the most extra- 
ordinary decisions and with bewildering sud- 
denness. Lack of continuity in both thought 
and action is very likely to play havoc with 
whatever department of life Uranus may be 
connected, in the natal chart and during the 
period of this transit. A good rule when 
under this influence is “WHEN IN DOUBT— 
DON’T” and another which is equally im- 
portant, having acted or made the move 
“NEVER GO BACK.” 

Uranus will enter Taurus (your Solar Sec- 
ond House) June 6, 1934, but shortly there- 
after (August 7) commences to retrograde 
re-entering Aries in its backward motion, 
October 10 and remaining in Aries (your 
birth sign) until April 1935 when it finally 
leaves your sign to which it will not return 
for many years. Uranus last transited Taurus 
1851-1858, therefore for the majority of our 
Arian friends this is likely to be quite a new 
and novel experience. 

This Second House influence of Uranus, in 
the lives of those under the rulership of 
Aries, will be in effect over a period of ap- 
proximately seven years—1935-1942—though, 
of course, the period of its maximum power 
will, as in the case of its transit through 
Aries, be determined by the portion of the 
sign in which an individual may have been 
born. For instance, applying the same rule 
as was applied to the preceding transit, those 


born March 21 to 25, will probably feel the- 


influence of this transit immediately, that is 
to say, during the summer months of 1934 and 
1935. Those born later (in April) may not 
experience this Uranian influence to any ap- 
preciable degree until later, unless it should 
happen to contact a natal planet in the early 
degrees of Taurus. It is probable in the case 
of those born in the first decanate of Aries 
that some enterprise stimulated by the transit 
of Uranus into Taurus in June of this year 
(1934) may not be permitted to develop in an 
uninterrupted manner immediately, but coin- 
cident with the retrograde motion of Uranus 
in October may be interfered with temporarily 
and may for some reason be held in abeyance 
and further development postponed until 
Uranus again enters Taurus in April 1935 
after which a clear and uninterrupted path 
for progress extending over a period of sev- 
eral months is indicated. 

Uranus in the financial department is indic- 
ative of money applied to original, out of the 
ordinary purposes. This would make your 
personal reactions to financial situations and 
business problems distinctly Uranian, which is 
to say erratic, spasmodic, explosive, specu- 
lative and totally unpredictable. This might 
give a pronounced tendency to gamble and 


assume risks in a financial way. This would, 
no doubt, generate a desire to acquire sudden 
wealth through commencing a new enterprise, 
which would be attempted on quite a large 
shall we say, cosmic, scale. There will be a 
disposition to engage in business ventures, 
which bring money spasmodically, in large 
sums and at irregular intervals. Uranus does 
not favor a steady income. Business would 
have to involve an element of romance and 
adventure to satisfy you while under such an 
influence. There may be a disposition to in- 
vest (time or money—personal possessions) in 
inventions or in occult activities, otherwise of 
work on a commission basis, rather than at a 
steady salary. When Uranus is well aspected, 
such speculative investments of time or money 
may prove unusually profitable and while on 
the other hand, when Uranus is afflicted these 
may prove equally disastrous. This is a planet 
that results in sudden windfalls and equally 
unaccountable losses. It will teach you not to 
count your chickens before they are hatched. 
You will find that while under this influence 
you will be at your best when dealing in large 
sums in preference to a small though quick 
turn-over. When Uranus is ‘in charge of your 
bank account you-may be able to manage your 
finances quite well, if you can protect your- 
self against surprises and unexpected calls 
upon your resources. There are two ways in 
which you may do this; first, do not put all 
your eggs in one basket; and second, always 
see that you have plenty in reserve. 

Uranus is most likely to be most construc- 
tive in effect, when receiving a sextile from 
Saturn in 1935, and a trine from Jupiter, in 
December 1936 and January 1937. Again, dur- 
ing the summer months of 1938 and January 
and February 1939, it will be most powerful 
for good or ill when in conjunction with both 
Saturn and Jupiter in the summer of 1941. 


SATURN 


Saturn in Aquarius 1933 and 1934, should 
be a very constructive influence in the lives of 
those born in the sign Aries. The general 
influence of this transit is mainly financial, 
by reason of the fact that Saturn will be in 
the second house sign therefore, those under 
the rulership of Aries, should as a result of 
this transit, experience much improvement in 
their financial circumstances, through the in- 
fluence of older people and also through or- 
ganizations and well organized activities along 
conservative lines. 

Specifically, this may bring a realization of 
an ambition and a concrete manifestation of 
the individual hopes and aspirations. This 
may not be on such a wide scale, or in just 
the same form that Aries may have hitherto 
hoped, but it should in a much more perma- 
nently satisfactory and enduring form. 

Saturn in Aquarius, will sympathize with, 
and find a point of harmony for, the pro- 
gressive urges of Uranus, during the balance 
of its transit through Aries. Saturn will 
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serve to hold the radical tendencies of Uranus 
within reasonable limits. It is a steadying in- 
fluence and should result in freedom within 
the limits of safety—WITHIN THE LAW. 
Under this combined influence, Aries natives 
should be able to SETTLE DOWN to some- 
thing reasonable and should manifest much 
more common sense combined with real ini- 
tiative and will power. This is a superlative- 
ly practical combination and under this in- 
fluence one may expect to really “get some- 
where.” Success need not be in any way spec- 
tacular, but it certainly should be enduring. 
Genuine progress may be made and since this 
will be from a solid foundation of experience 
there will be little danger of back-sliding and 
thus losing the ground which might be gained. 

The general tendency of a harmonious as- 
pect between Uranus and Saturn has been 
described as “quiet resolution”’—and drastic 
final action after prolonged preparation.” It 
is probable that Aries along with other Card- 
inal signs (Cancer, Libra, Capricorn) has been 
going through a sort of “Hell on Earth” dur- 
ing the past few years. As a result of a con- 
flict between the “Individualistic Urges” 
which impelled to a search for freedom and 
liberation as symbolized by Uranus and the 
Saturnine “Safety Urges” symbolizing the de- 
mands of practical necessity, duty, fear and 
doubt, but the transit of Saturn into Aquar- 
ius should bring relief. It is probable that 
improvement would be slow because in any 
case Saturn always requires much time, in 
which to mature his benefits and as a matter 
of fact these two planets do not complete an 
exact aspect from Aquarius to Aries until 
January 1935. However, gradual improvement 
should have commenced in November 1932. 
This was probably imperceptible at first, but 
nevertheless certain of fulfillment. Certain 
events and developments late in 1932 or No- 
vember of that year and around the first of 
the year, 1933 could have been accepted ‘as a 
fair indication of the developments of the fu- 
ture though not necessarily indicating the di- 
rection, but rather than the magnitude of the 
changes to ultimately take place. 


JUPITER 


September 1933 and October 1934, Jupiter 
in transit through Libra is in its own 11th 
House sign and the 7th House sign of Aries, 
This should create as an expansive influence 
upon the social life of the natives of this 
sign, and at various times during the period 
of this transit may be expected to bring much 
good fortune through marriage, partnerships 
and legal affairs, and in general all public 
relations. The relationship of an Aries native 
to his environment should leave little to be 
desired while under this transit, and it marks 
a favorable period for the consummation of 
plans with regards to the activities above 
mentioned. Those, whose work may be of a 
public nature, such as may call for appear- 
ance on a public platform, may enjoy a very 


fortunate and successful period. The key- 
note of Jupiter is material release and since 
in our modern economic system material free- 
dom in most instances means money, Aries 
natives may receive a large measure of pro- 
fessional success while under this influence. 
It must be added that this 7th House position 
does, therefore, indicate an impersonal in- 
fluence and much of this success must be 
through cooperation of others and contingent 
upon social contacts. It calls for an equitable 
arrangement with others—with your environ- 
ment. 

As previously mentioned Uranus in your 
birth sign during the past 7 years has been a 
powerful urge to PERSONAL LIBERA- 
TION. It has impelled to personal relations 
quite different from anything you have known 
hitherto. It will make you quite a new per- 
son. You might almost be said to receive 
from this planet a NEW PERSONALITY. 
However, the fulfillment of the promises of 
Uranus in your first house sign could not be 
expected until some appropriate aspect from 
some other major planet would bring it to 
manifestation. The transit of Jupiter through 
Libra in opposition to Uranus fulfills that re- 
quirement because an opposition is essentially 
an aspect of FULFILLMENT. 

Jupiter in transit through Libra will con- 
front you with a definite problem of adapting 
your new personality to a definite form of 
relationship in harmony here with such diffi- 
culties and social or personal discords and 
conflicts as might arise would probably be 
due to an abortive and futile attempt to fit 
the new personality into the old environment 
with which it would be out of harmony—an 
attempt to pour new wine into an old bottle. 
This readjustment might have taken form as 
marriage, or partnerships or generally in a 
new type of social contact—movement in a 
new social sphere. In other words, as a result 
of this Jupiter transit you could expect to be 
offered definite opportunities to “find your- 
self.” You cannot become conscious of your- 
self until you see this “Self” reflected in your 
environment for the world, is after all, but a 
mirror in which we see ourselves as we are 
at any given time. Jupiter in opposition to 
Uranus will therefore create problems of per- 
sonal adjustment. It is necessary that you ° 
balance and harmonize these two, that is to 
say you must strike a balanced harmonious 
and equitable adjustment of your personality 
to your new environment. 

From October 1934 to November 1935, 
Jupiter in transit through Scorpio will be in 
your solar eighth house. Whatever else you 
may or may not have you certainly should 
have an abundance of experience under this 
transit. This also confers an abundance of 
Will power and strength to endure. This will 
enable you to cope with trying situations 
quite successfully. This transit should also 
furnish an adequate foundation for an abiding 
faith in the beneficence of the invisible Gov- 

ernment of the Earth. Occultly speaking this 
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may indicate at least potential 
and_ ability to become an _ executive 
in this Invisible Government yourself, or it 
may cause you to ally yourself with some 
secret society (of a distinctly benevolent 
order) with the Ultimate result that you rise 
to a position of wide power therein. We would 
expect to find such a configuration in the horo- 
scope of a Leader in an Occult Order. Of 
course, a transiting influence may not produce 
such lasting effects, although this is possible, 
but much will depend upon the individual 
background and the personal birth chart. Yet, 
from the point of view that when (there is a 
time for everything under the Sun) we might 
say this transit marks a period that when an 
Aries individual would be well advised to 
develop any latent talents he may have along 
this line. 

This transit may generate conditions which 
may impell you to seek proof of the survival 
of the Personality after physical Death. You 
may indeed be granted such proof or you 
may merely accept it as a fact without ques- 
tion. To one who has Jupiter in the Eighth 
House, the Angel of Death does not come as 
a Gaunt Spectre and symbol of disaster as in 
most cases he comes rather as an angel of 
Mercy, who spares us long suffering and 
helps us painlessly over the threshold. Jupi- 
ter is, at his worst, a cheerful optimistic 
fellow—“The man with a perpetual smile.”—

We are always glad to see him. Even “Death” * 
is welcome when he comes with a smile. 

This Eighth House is also the House of 
Supply (Material supply as well as spiritual,) 
therefore Jupiter in transit through this de- 
partment of your life will most likely carry 
ample gifts for you and yours. Thus a person 
under the influence of Jupiter in the Eighth 
House may be the recipient of a large in- 
heritance or of gifts of fortune in some other 
manner. Furthermore, this is likely to place 
you in a position where you might be called 
upon to handle much money belonging to 
other people. It is a good configuration for 
an Executive with an Insurance Company or 
Trust Company or you may be successful as 
the Treasurer for a large Corporation, other- 
wise a partner (marriage, or business) may 
bring you much money. This department is 
significant of all property and possessions 
which are not strictly personal and which 
are held in trust with, or for others. You 
would probably be more successful in manag- 
ing the financial affairs of other people than 
in managing your own and in doing so you 
might become quite wealthy, but no matter 
how wealthy you might become such money 
will usually have strings tied to it—must have 
if you are to keep it. You should protect 
such money as you do personally possess by 
putting it in the form of Insurance, con- 
servative bonds or in Trust.

i. General: 


Rey the Hindu year begins this month 

1 Thursday the 13th and the correspond- 
jee aspects are favorable at the exact time 
the new year starts, we should expect 
beneficial conditions prevailing in the com- 
mercial world. Wheat may be lower in 
price, but other food stuffs should remain 
at a higher price level. Commercial lub- 
ricants will be cheaper; also sugar, cotton, 
cloth, etc., will come down a little in, price. 
Milk, cheese and dairy products will 
maintain an uniform price. Gold, copper, 
and bronze will remain at a steady price, 
varying very little in their trend as af- 
fected by the activity of other metals on 
the market. Silver will be a little cheaper. 
Drugs and drug products will become a 
little dearer. Horses, elephants, and camels 
will not be in great demand and therefore 
they will be cheaper to buy, (Ed. Note— 
Looks bad for the Republicans), but cows, 
goats, etc., will be comparatively higher. 
It will be unusually warmer from April 
13th to May 13th. There will be a great 
deal of tension and restlessness among 
the people; business will be on the in- 
crease. Fruits and flowers will be in 
abundance. 


2. Mirror of the Sky: 


Very little rain; strong occasional cold 
winds; there will be lightning on the 3rd 
and 4th; rain and cloudy on the 8th and 
9th; possibility of some loss through cy- 
clones; strong wind, lightning and cloudy 
on the 13th and 14th; not very clear on 
the 19th and 20th.

TRANSITS 
Mars in Aries—March 14th to April 22nd 


In our astrological analysis of any form 
of manifestation—personal event, or condition 
—we must apply much the same methods as 
would the chemist in analyzing a compound, 
of which he desires to know the proper- 
ties and probable re-actions. To do this, he 
applies certain tests, based upon his knowl- 
edge of the basic qualities of a certain 
fairly limited number of elementary mate- 
rials of which all matter is composed and 
the basic reactions of which under all cir- 
cumstances are known. Thus, he may de- 
termine what elements are present, and 
when he knows the elements of which a 
compound substance consists, he can then 
classify that compound and know instantly 
with scientific certainty and without further 
experimentation what re-actions to expect 
therefrom under certain conditions. 

From the astrological point of view, the 
relative positions of the planets at any mo- 
ment, which we refer to as a horoscope, 
symbolizes a certain form of relationship 
and existence—a compound of elementary 
factors or principles which constitute a struc- 
ture of cosmic law governing manifestation at 
a given time and any person or event com- 
mencing a cycle of manifestation at that 
time, must of necessity operate and manifest 
within the well defined limits of that struc- 
ture of law. The zodiacal signs and 
planets together s«mbolize the elementary 
factors which furnish the foundation for 
existence and all forms of manifestation. 
These are basically the same on all planes 
of life and when known, furnish the kev 
which will unlock the secret of any form of 
manifestation and permit us to know with 
certainty what the re-actions of that form 
will be under any given condition or cir- 
cumstance—present or future—actual or 
theoretical. This is an extremely abstract 
conception, but by thus commencing onr 
line of research from the fundamental basis 
of first principles we are less likely to be- 
come lost when we attempt to trace the 
various planetary threads through the more 


complicated structure of objective life and 
concrete manifestation. 

Mars symbolizes “Activity” in whatever 
realm of nature this activity may be found. 
Speaking in purely abstract terms, we might 
say Mars basically symbolizes the principle 
of “Repulsion” by which all units and en- 
tities not correllated and bound by a com- 
mon purpose, are repelled or destroyed by 
the combined strength of others so united. 

The forms in which this may manifest on 
the various planes of life are, of course, 
many and various. Spiritually, Mars pro- 
duces fiery zeal, his religion will be a mili- 
tant religion. He is an evan-eelist or a 
crusader—in the extreme. a fanatic—who 
seeks converts with a Bible in one hand, a 
sword in the other. General Booth, founder 
of the Salvation Army was born in Aries, 
(under the rulership of Mars). Also in Jew- 
ish Bible, we find a perfect example of the 
Martian Religion—a Religion of Fire— 
Fiery zeal sent those people out to slaugh- 
ter unbelievers in thousands and tens of 
thousands and on the altars of that Reli- 
gion the Fires of Sacrifice were continually 
burning. 

On the Mental plane, Mars produces a 
forceful, keen and ingenious mind, a caus- 
tic wit and a sharp and forceful manner of 
expression. At its best it usually gives ora- 
torical ability, but always the love of argu- 
ment and debate, hence, often produces a 
highly successful lawyer—Court Attorney. 
Also the political fire-brand who usually 
throws the force of his opinion to the 
Minority, because he prefers to fight against 
heavy odds. He is, as a rule, violently op- 
posed to the Ruling Powers and vested In- 
terests and a sworn enemy of “Special 
Privilege.” The essential fact, however, 
is that he does not so much support one 
side, as he opposes the other. The fact that 
he happens to support something is appar- 
ently incidental from his point of view. 

On the Emotional plane, Mars is symboli- 
cal of the “Aggressive Urges’—courage, 
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initiative and all forms of Passion—“emo- 
tional fire.’ On the physical plane, this 
planet symbolizes all forms of physical ac- 
tivity and everything that contributes to 
physical strength. The Muscular System in 
the Human body—the vital forces. In the 
realm of natural forces, all forms of con- 
structive or destructive activity incident to 
the growth and evolution of the forms of 
life are symbolized by Mars. 

In fact, it would be quite impossible to 
list all possible forms of manifestation for 
this or any of the other principles sym- 
bolized by the various planets, and on the 
physical plane, at least, these various prin- 
ciples are interlocked and interwoven in 
such a complex manner and the lines of 
demarcation are often so finely drawn that 
the greatest care must be exercised in our 
analyses of the various compounds of mani- 
festation, lest we confuse one element with 
the other and attribute to the form under 
consideration, properties which it does not 
possess. 

For further analysis of the essential char- 
acteristics of Mars, we might refer the read- 
er to page 5 of the September issue of 
AMERICAN ASTROLOGY, wherein, we also dis- 
cussed this planet in detail and from vari- 
ous other points of view. ; 

The manifestation of principle sym- 
bolized by any planet is, of course, condi- 
tioned by the sign through which it may be 
operating at any time. As stated in the 
article above mentioned (our September is- 
sue) each planet is more or less the con- 
centrated essence of the sign it rules. Any 
sign of the Zodiac being unformed, unor- 
ganized and of infinite potentiality the ruler 
thereof symbolizing the spiritual seed of the 
Divine Destiny of the sign. ‘Therefore, 
Aries (ruled by Mars) will manifest through 
Mars and within the limitations imposed by 
Mars as determined by the sign in which 
Mars may be posited at a given time, there- 
fore the latent powers symbolized by Aries 
are at various times conditioned by the sign 
which Mars may be transiting. This planet, 
symbolizes the evolving seed of the sign 
Aries, the ultimate purpose of this evolution 
being to bring the sign, through the medium 
of its planetary seed, to that degree of evo- 
lution where it will accurately express its 
Spiritual Destiny. As previously stated, it 
is the destiny of Mars to purify by destroy- 
ing or repelling all that is evil, to remove 
all obstacles in the path of man’s spiritual 
progress. This is the Torch with which 
Man will eventually burn his way through 
the walls of material consciousness that now 
separate him from his “Spiritual Kingdom,” 
and the last enemy to be overcome is 
Death. 

When a planet transits its own sign this 
marks the commencement of a new cycle 
of evolution for the forces symbolized by 


that planet. Here we have the conception of 
“A new Order’—a new form— “A New 
Deal.” The seed of future events is sown 
and germination commences. This cycle of 
manifestation is completed when a planet 
makes a complete circuit of the Zodiac 
transiting all signs and finally returning to 
again transit its own sign. This complete 
cycle falls naturally into two main divisions. 
The first six signs comprising the realm of 
causes—subjective reaction—and the second 
six comprising the realm of effects—objec- 
tive action. Thus, while Mars transits the 
first six signs of its cycle (Aries—Virgo in- 
clusive) a chain of causation is constructed, 
a reaction pattern is formed in which energy 
is stored. This structure of causes—re-action 
pattern—is then gradually, and in reverse 
order, demolished and the energy thereof re- 
leased through a corresponding chain of ef- 
fects (events-actions) while Mars transits the 
remaining six signs (Libra-Pisces inclusive), 
a process that is analogous to the winding 
and un-winding reel of film. The dynamic 
(objective) energy of a planet—ability to 
produce effects—reaches its maximum when 
it transits the sign opposite its own, decreas- 
ing to a minimum as the planet in this re- 
turn journey transits the remaining six 
signs and again transits the cusp of its own 
sign and commences a new cycle. The po- 
tential (subjective) power, being at all times 
inversely proportional thereto. 

Mars in Aries operating individually acts 
Positively from within outward. He is rel- 
atively independent of his environment and 
is not as a rule notably combative in a so- 
cial sense because he essentially dominates 
conditions by identifying himself with them. 
Mars in Libra is essentially a symbol of 
action and operating individually re-acts 
negatively, but nevertheless violently to 
stimuli from without—from his environ- 
ment. He seems to be conscious of being an 
alien (in the sign of his detriment) there- 
fore, is constantly on the defensive and 
fighting valiantly for existence. All the 
combative qualities of Mars are brought 
into full manifestation and instead of being 
weak, ineffective and lacking in aggresive- 
ness the fact is that most of these Mars- 
Libra people would, apparently, rather fight 
than eat. We nearly always find them in 
the midst of a battle of some kind and they 
are generally speaking extremely dynamic, 
forceful, aggressive, active and industrious. 
They have been known to work themselves 
to death and often without necessarily ac- 
complishing a great deal, for the reason that 
they usually meet with much opposition and 
have to labor against tremendous odds or 
think they do, which may cause them to at- 
tempt to do more than is necessary—more 
than their share—or through an unnecces- 
sarily belligerent attitude stir up opposition 
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and create for themselves difficulties that 
might not otherwise exist. By this we do 
not imply that Mars in ARIES lacks 
energy or courage but their energy and 
courage is mostly subjective—potential, 
manifesting as fearlessness, initiative, inde- 
pendence, etc., whereas with Mars in Libra 
the power is almost wholly objective and 
dynamic, but negative or reactionary, mani- 
festing as aggressiveness, combativeness, 
etc. In electrical terminology, purely a dis- 
tinction between voltage and amperage re- 
spectively. This does not in any way con- 
flict with the popular conception of a planet 
as being in its detriment in that sign which 
is opposed to its own, in fact, it will be 
readily agreed that the word “Detriment” 
is not used in this connection as implying 
inactivity, but rather weakness—lack of po- 
tential or reserve power. The power of the 
planet is dissipated in objective activity, 
which may at times be excessive and un- 
controlled with the corresponding evil re- 
sults of such excess. However, the fact that 
a planet in this position (as for instance 
Mars in Libra) may symbolize energy 
which is difficult to control because the 
tendency to objective manifestation is ex- 
treme does not imply that it is impossible 
to control or that it necessarily predicates 
evil results. 

The conception of the relationship of the 
planets to the various signs of the Zodiac, 
which has been set forth in the preceding 
paragraphs, accounts for a fact, which in 
the light of traditional concepts, seems to 
be quite paradoxical, i. e. that individuals 
born with planets in the sign of their detri- 
ment are not as a rule lacking in the ability 
to express the qualities symbolized by that 
planet, but on the contrary may manifest 
a super-abundance thereof. As in the above 
illustration, Mars in Libra is usually notably 
aggressive. Venus in Aries usually has an 
extremely active social consciousness and 
Mercury in Sagittaries is more often than 
not quite brilliant mentally and certainly 
does symbolize an active and prolific mind, 
as an example of which we might cite the 
case of Sir Issac Newton, who was born 
with Mercury in Sagittaries. Astrologers 
faced with such a paradox and flat contra- 
diction of their preconceived ideas and tra- 
ditional authorities (or their interpretation 
thereof) usually attribute these abilities to 
some other factor in the chart. That, as a 
matter of fact, is just the trouble with 
Astrology today. It is so much easier to 
“beg the question” and quote authorities 
than it is to THINK and face the fact that 
our theories or interpretations may be 
wrong. 

The new Mars cycle, which commenced 
in March, need not necessarily be expected 
to produce immediate results. The first three 
signs in the new cycle (Aries, Taurus and 


Gemini) really comprise a preparatory 
period analogous to a gestatory or pre- 
natal period during which the exact form 
of © ultimate manifestation is determined. 
This formative period eventually culminates 
in the birth of a form (concrete manifesta- 
tion) when the planet reaches that sign 
which is square to its own, after which fol- 
lows a period of growth, culminating in ma- 
turity when the planet transits the polar op- 
posite to its own sign. Thus, the forces set 
in motion by the present transit of Mars 
through Aries, may be expected to take 
form (in action) when Mars transits Can- 
cer, July and August, 1934, finally maturing 
as a completed chain of causation coming 
into full and complete manifestation when 
Mars transits Libra—entering that sign in 
December, 1934 and remaining therein 
throughout the entire first seven months of 
1935. Therefore, in December 1934, Mars 
will enter the realm of Effects and will con- 
tinue at the peak of objective manifestation 
up ‘till July 1935. This period of activity, 
then culminating in the harvest of this 
cycle, on the second square, as Mars in his 
return journey to his own sign, (Aries) 
transits Capricorn during November and De- 
cember 1935. From this fact alone we 
would be inclined to judge that, if the pres- 
ent Mars cycle does bring War, it would 
most probably be during 1935, when Mars 
may be expected to be more active and 
manifest more objectively its combative 
tendencies. From this point of view, there- 
fore the year 1935 promises to be largely 
dominated by Martial Forces, at least in a 
social or political sense. 

In the meantime and particularly during 
the present month of April, we shall ex- 
pect the courage, initiative and indepen- 
dence of Mars manifesting through its own 
sign Aries, to bring a new influx of energy; 
to vitalize and stimulate the affairs of man; 
to impel the commencement of new and 
original enterprises involving somewhat sen- 
sational circumstances and to lead to con- 
siderable trail-blazing in various walks of 
life. This is, of course, an ideal time for 
the commencement of new ventures, but 
in consideration of the powerful aspects 
which Mars forms with other planets, dur- 
ing this month, it would appear that this 
may well symbolize a power that may be 
excessive and might easily get beyond con- 
trol, hence, much caution would be advised. 
In any case, there is likely to be high ner- 
vous tension, a restless desire for adventure 
and a pronounced tendency to excessive re- 
actions and to court needless risks. Mars 
in Aries powerfully aspected may be quite 
irritable and has a tendency to become 
angry on slight provocation, but, before giv- 
ing away to anger, we should examine well 
our motives, for only a just cause and un- 
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selfish motive will guarantee ultimate vic- 
tory in the battles of life. We must guard 
against hasty and impulsive actions, we 
must remember “It is easier to begin than 
to finish,” therefore should be careful not 
to start anything, unless we are prepared 
to see it through, it is the finish that counts. 
When attempting any hazardous venture, 
such should not be entered into on impulse, 
but only after due and careful preparation. 


VENUS IN PISCES 
April 6th to May Sth 


Venus in Pisces becomes a _ sort of a 
“Weeping Willow’—“A Weak Sister,’ but 
at best is mild, gentle and self-sacrificing 
and it is probable that at this particular 
time she may find ample opportunity to 
make sacrifices. The adjective “SWEET” 
has been applied to this position of Venus 
and this certainly does describe it perfectly. 
We hope, however, that in this instance this 
sugary mixture does not start to ferment 
under an opposition to Neptune; that is, we 
hope that it does not go to extremes in this 
respect, otherwise we may have the spec- 
tacle of a world drunk—or crazy. 

Public Health is likely to be afflicted by 
this Transit and Hospitals may record this 
as a busy season. Extravagance will also 
have to be guarded against. There will be 
plenty of DREAM MONEY floating around 
about the middle of April. Secret Mar- 
riages and Elopements are likely to constt- 
tute important News Items, and when the 
parties thereto wake up they will probably 
discover that the real mystery is, how it 
ever could have happened at all. Women 
and children are in danger under this con-- 
figuration. There is a pronounced tendency 
for such to become victims of abduction 
mysterious disappearances and _ brutal 
crimes. 


MERCURY IN PISCES 
February 7th to April 14th. 


Mercury transited the sign Pisces this 
year and under some rather adverse as- 
pects. We could expect the Messenger of 
the Gods under those conditions to appear 
for the most part as a cunning, fanciful, 
worrisome, deceptive schemer, morbidly 
sensitive, very astute and undeniably clever 
from some points of view, but lacking in 
self-confidence and _ easily discouraged. 
Under favorable aspects, Mercury in Pisces 
confers the gift of INSPIRATION to a 
superlative degree, but under affliction as 
in the case of this transit, we believe that 
the general tendency would be to devote 
these gifts to purposes of deviltry and use 
an increased sensitiveness of perception to 
achieve a selfish end at the expense of 
others. Under such an influence the con- 
sciousness of Humanity becomes more than 


ordinarily psychic and receptive to un- 
healthy influences from inner planes. There 
would be a general distortion of Intellec- 
tual perspective and those individually sus- 
ceptible to such influences would become 
more than ordinarily deceptive and unre- 
liable. A very unfavorable period for any 
activities or enterprises having to do with 
matters commonly termed psychic or mys- 
tical. Psychic messages received during 
this period would likely be misleading and 
mediums unreliable. The same may be said 
of any message (other than those called psy- 
chic) which might be received at such atime. 
Mercury in Pisces under affliction is an un- 
reliable messenger. What he tells you is 
not likely to have a more solid foundation 
than the “baseless fabric of a vision.” 
Under a negatively psychic Mercury those 
of criminal tendencies may bring an unusual 
amount of ingenuity to bear upon the un- 
profitable work of devising new ways of 
making trouble for themselves and others. 
Peculiar Neptunian crimes—mysterious dis- 
appearances, kidnappings, etc.,—such crimes 
as are born of the perverted fantastic im- 
agination of disordered and fanatical minds; 
anarchistic outrages. Also, as this is a de- 
pressing influence, tending to cynicism of a 
self destructive kind, tendencies toward sui- 
cide are greatly aggravated. In the news 
of the day, we read of more than the usual 
number of disasters, particularly Aerial and 
Marine disasters and possible great loss of 
Life through Terrestial and Atmospheric 
disturbances. 

This is an unfavorable time for commenc- 
ing new ventures, of an Intellectual nature 
and also for Legal Affairs. This is of course, 
in a general sense, since people would on 
the average be more than ordinarily prone 
to self-deception and delusion. 


MERCURY IN ARIES 
April 15 to May 2nd. 


Mercury in Aries indicates a BATTLE 
OF WITS. This is an aggressive, argu 
mentative and somewhat quarrelsome Mer- 
cury. People talk straight from the 
shoulder and do not mince words under 
this influence. Someone in Authority, and 
who is in a position to back up his state- 
ments, may decide to “tell the World” and 
may succeed in stirring up much opposition, 
of powerful and influential forces in the 
opposition of Mercury to Jupiter, April 20th. 
But Mercury in Aries is indicative of a 
keen and ingenius mind, therefore in con- 
sideration of the fact that Mercury at this 
time, forms some powerful conjunctions, no 
doubt considerable ingenuity and mental 
aggressiveness will be brought to bear upon 
the solution of such problems«as will arise, 
and with ultimately successful results. How- 
ever, there is a danger here in that Mercury 
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in Aries is prone to jump to conclusions 
and may on occasion speak with unneces- 
sary bluntness. There is a great deal more 
truth than poetry in the messages that pro- 
ceed from this configuration, and to some 
minds “Truth” is a deadly poison. A little 
diplomacy will not decrease the effective- 
ness of your message necessarily and cer- 
tainly courtesy never yet has done any dam- 
age. Finally, this configuration may give a 
pronounced tendency to exaggeration and 
must be controlled. 

Mercury also rules transportation and 
lines of communication and we may expect 
this transit to literally burn up the wires 
and the roads and provide a very unusually 
busy period in this department. A very 
sensational announcement that may cause 
wide spread excitement may be expected 
around the 25th of April. This could also 
coincide with a sensational event or de- 
velopment in connection with lines of trans- 
portation or communication. 


ASPECTS 
VENUS SEXTILE URANUS—APRIL 2 
KEYNOTE—ROMANCE 


Venus sextile Uranus is pre-eminently a 
romantic configuration, tending to social 
success, sudden popularity, extreme happi- 
ness, pleasant surprises, and _ generally 
favoring idealism in various forms. 

A most helpful influence for those en- 
gaged in artistic or literary work, for the 
drama and for all such as depend, for suc- 
cess, upon the use of the social urges; 
briefly a symbol of romantic adventures, of 
gaiety, music, bright lights, etc., but “Hark! 
that heavy sound breaks in once more”’— 
for those who know their Byron—enough 
said! 

MARS OPPOSITION JUPITER— 
APRIL 7 
KEYNOTE—FANATICISM 

Previously, we referred to Mars in Aries 
as symbolical of “potential power” and 
analagous to the voltage of an Electric cir- 
cuit and when Mars opposes Jupiter—April 
7th, within orb of the Lunation and a con- 
juction of Uranus, there may be a short- 
circuit of power with Jupiter getting the tull 
force of the blast. Poor old Jupiter, is 
sure enough on the “Hot Seat” in April, 
nor is any commutation of sentence prob- 
able under these configurations. Admoni- 
tion—Keep away from high tension wires. 

In a political and economic sense, this as- 
pect may mark a period of wild extrava- 
gance and speculation, “Extremist” move- 
ments of various kinds and degrees. It pro- 
duces intense emotionalism, excitement, 
conflicts on a large scale and general ten- 
dencies to intemperance. Treachery against 
those in power, from radical forces, may 


eventually lead to open revolt characterized 
by almost religious fervor, although, for the 
time being, the Ruling Power may succeed 
in arriving at some sort of an adjustment, 
through compromise and through making 
concessions to the rebellious forces, but 
this is only the beginning and even if there 
should be a temporary lull in the storm, 
during the summer months, within one year 
we Shall expect to see this smoking volcano 
again in  vielent eruption and then it 
will not be so easily squelched. Because 
those (then) in power will be in no mood 
for compromise—it will be a fight to the 
finish. 


SUN OPPOSITION JUPITER—APRIL 8 
KEYNOTE—IMPRUDENCE 

This looks like “A tug of War”’—the Sun 
and Jupiter pulling and pushing in opposite 
directions, with our poor old Earth in be- 
tween, in imminent danger of being badly 
squeezed—otherwise pulled apart. 

We had an opposition of the Sun and 
Jupiter on March 9th, 1933 and an earth- 
quake at Long Beach, California just forty 
hours after the opposition—evening of 
March 10th. However, as a scientist might 
say, if a thing happens once, it is merely a 
coincidence, but, if it happens three times 
it is a law and, of course, the Sun will op- 
pose Jupiter at some time during every year. 
Whereas earthquakes are relatively infre- 
quent occurrences, yet it must be admittea 
that this particular opposition is very violent 
and powerful. It it does manifest as an earth- 
quake it would most probably strike in the 
vicinity of Portugal. The First House in- 
fluence of the Lunation (April 13th) in 
Longitudes 79 E. to 93 E. also puts India 
in a hot spot. 

When we consider the Social and Politi- 
cal significance of this aspect, we find that 
here are some possibilities that are indeed 
dangerous in these hectic days when Politi- 
cal upheavals are of almost daily occur- 
rence. We shall probably see another mani- 
festation of mob violence in Southern 
Europe and Asia. India and Spain (also 
Portugal) are particularly dangerous areas 
and the French may be faced with tribal 
war in Morocco. Generally speaking, this 
is an explosive aspect and mav break out 
in any locality, where inflammable materials 
may be under pressure. 


SUN CONJUNCTION MARS—APRIL 14 
KEYNOTE—CONFLAGRATION 

This is the aspect that makes the month 
of April “stick out like a sore thumb.” It 
is an aspect of “conflagration” the symbol 
of “A Great Fire.” Whatever the manifes- 
tation be, personal, physical, social, political 
or spiritual. A Torch is lighted and one 
may hear the tramp of marching men, and 
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in the fiery glare of the swaying torches one 
may catch an occasional glimpse of a 
banner inscribed with one word—“Liberty.” 

As previously stated in our recent analy- 
sis of a solar conjunction (page 20 of the 
March issue of AMERICAN AstTROLOGY) this is 
an aspect of great power, manifesting in 
this instance, through Mars. The symbol of 
physical action, conflict, strife (often war) 
and destruction, but, of course, also con- 
struction. However, power to be construc- 
tive must be controlled and wisely directed 
and when power is released in such abun- 
dance, as during this present month of 
April, it is quite likely to be beyond control, 
whereupon destructive results are inevitable. 
Under such configurations, “an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure” and 
those who happen to be confronted with and 
opposed by these forces of Liberty may as 
well know that they cannot be put down 
or overcome by opposition or conflict but 
only by cooperation, compromise and by 
making concessions. They must be recog- 
nized, acknowledged, and provided with a 
constructive outlet for this energy through 
cooperative activity or the pressure will 
surely blow up the boiler. A safety valve 
is required. Saturn in Aquarius may pro- 
vide such, but here is much power, that may 
he used to turn the “Wheels of Industry’— 
why waste it all? It is distinctly a case of 
“Work” or “War’—“Liberty” or “Death.” 


SUN SEXTILE SATURN 
APRIL 16TH 


KEYNOTE—PRUDENCE 


It may be noted that this aspect is prac- 
tically a direct contradiction of the Sun op- 
position Jupiter, previously analyzed. In 
fact, that is the one ray of hope during this 
present year, 1934. That Saturn is so 
placed, as to consistently and patiently har- 
monize, to a considerable extent, the con- 
flicts incident to the opposition of Jupiter 
and Uranus. However, it must be also borne 
in mind that a sextile is a relatively weak 
aspect by comparison with a conjunction, 
and while Saturn may infuse an element of 
prudence and caution, which may hold re- 
bellious forces in check to a considerable 
extent, he mav not succeed in entirely neutra- 
lizing the acid conditions incident to these 
conjuctions in Aries. 

Saturn sextile the Sun at this time and 
followed closely by a sextile of Mars to 
Saturn (tomorrow) may furnish a more or 
less constructive outlet for the fiery radi- 
calism of Sun, Mars and Uranus, although 
it will also add power and persistence to 
these radical forces and as a matter of fact 
through adding a modicum of common 
sense and practical ability, furnishes the 
best guarantee of victory that they could 
have. It looks as though the Sun, Mars and 


Uranus are going to win over Jupiter here. 
Jupiter is in a relatively negative position, 
which is a bad sign for the “Peace-makers” 
and “diplomats.” 


VENUS OPPOSITION NEPTUNE— 
APRIL 16TH 
KEYNOTE—ENTANGLEMENT. 


This is a weakening influence, operating 
socially through Human emotions and _ physi- 
cally through the cohesive power of mat- 
ter. It leads to “collapse of structures” and 
organizations physically, socially or politi- 
cally speaking. This may not be due so 
much to a lack of cohesive power within the 
organization or form, as it may be due to 
a powerful and extreme attraction in the op- 
posite direction—outside influences. Hence, 
in social relations it is an aspect of “Be- 
trayal.” 

This is a time when people get together 
and crowds gather for no good reason, or 
for definitely anti-social or destructive pur- 
poses, in, response to a restless discontent 
that seeks for an ideal never to be found 
on this earth. It cannot be found on earth, 
because this is a world of form, created 
through the operation of that basic law, 
which decrees that “Manifestation implies 
Limitation.” Whereas’ this Venus-Nep- 
tune ideal essentially abrogates all law and 
precludes all limitations, hence is self-de- 
structive—literally a contradiction in terms. 
It specifically indicates a condition that can- 
not be brought into manifestation because 
it is not defined. It calls for “Definition” 
and Definition implies “denial,” so what has 
happened to the dream?—what happens to 
any dream when you wake up? 

This aspect gives a powerful romantic 
urge and individually leads to sentimental 
attractions, clandestine associations and so- 
cial entanglements, which are demoralizing 
because they are founded upon moral weak- 
ness and fear. An aspect of Secret Ro- 
mance, which might be uplifting, if it were 
not secret, but if it were not secret there 
would be no romance—so what—tune in on 
Saturn and pay cash. 


MARS SEXTILE SATURN— 
APRIL 17TH— 
KEYNOTE EFFICIENCY 


This aspect is closely involved with that 
of the Sun sextile Saturn (April 16) ana- 
lyzed above and has much the same inter- 
pretation, adding the courage and initiative 
of Mars to the caution and practical sense 
of Saturn, a combination which makes for 
efficiency and effective action. Well or- 
ganized and carefully planned activity may 
have relatively permanent results, the sym- 
bol of “a well-planned coup” in a political 
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sense, or with regard to individual affairs, 
which is sprung suddenly after careful prep- 
aration and goes over with surprising ease. 
An. excellent influence for those engaged 
in hazardous undertakings—ventures that 
call for endurance and the ability to suc- 
cessfully meet hardship or danger. 


SUN CONJUNCTION URANUS— 
APRIL 18TH; 
KEYNOTE—AUTHORITY. 


A symbol of “Leadership.” It is an as- 
pect that strengthens the will and should 
help some worthy Pioneer to attain a 
position of authority and independence. It 
augments magnetic forces and generates a 
great power of attraction in all centers 
which may happen to be in any way in har- 
mony with the configuration. It gives 
breadth of vision and stability of purpose 
among the Leaders and Statesmen of the 
World. It stimulates Public interest in 
some New Cause or Movement for the up- 
liftment of the Race, or for the improve- 
ment of Social conditions and international 
relations. It should bring into prominence, 
some World Leader who inspires confi- 
dence because he definitely stands for 
something. Such men always achieve their 
purposes, which calls to mind a remark 
made by a certain French Statesman prior 
to the Revolution; having contracted Robe- 
spierre, this man, a member of the old 
Regime, was nevertheless moved to admit: 
“That man (Robespierre) will succeed be- 
cause he believes what he says.” 

This Sun Uranus trine may throw the 
spotlight on some Public Leader, who by 
virtue of his burning zeal, may claim a large 
following—one who has a strong sense of 
the dramatic, yet is also very human and 
able to reach the hearts of people. It is 
an. aspect that produces dramatic events, 
dramatic successes; and excellent influence 
for Statesmen, Government Officials, and 
also Scientific Thinkers and Explorers. This 
is an‘inspiring picture and we may be justi- 
fied in becoming really enthusiastic about 
the possibilities. But we must also realize 
that this calls for a strong hand upon the 
Helm and much wisdom. This is a record- 
breaking smash. It all depends on the 
equipment and the degree of preparation 
that has been made. Marvellous achieve- 
ments may come out of this aspect but this 
Age of Miracles is past. The Law of 
Gravity will keep right on working and. the 
same goes for all other natural laws which 
must not be ignored. 


MARS CONJUNCTION URANUS— 
APRIL 19TH; 
KEYNOTE—ENTHUSIASM. 


Here is progress. This is an aspect that 





breaks speed records, sends people out on 
expeditions, explorations and in search of 
adventure generally. This might stir up 
quite a gambling fervor to which the stock 
market might react in a very decided 
fashion. 

An excellent influence for hazardous ven- 
tures, for commencing new enterprises. and 
for forcing matters through to a success- 
ful conclusions. It inclines to quick decisions 
backed by great determination and marks 
an excellent time for getting things done— 
for getting somewhere. Public conscious- 
ness is likely to be in a very enterprising 
an adventurous mood—ready for anything 
and the more unconventional or unusual the 
better. Much public enthusiasm over un°; 
expected and sensational events of a popu- 
lar nature. Some champion, or a popular 
cause is likely to be successful in a unique 
manner. In consideration of the fact that 
this aspect takes place so closely following 
a Lunation, and within a close orb ofa 
conjunction with the Sun, we may accept 
this as a symbol of A VICTORY FOR 
PUBLIC OPINION, and particularly for 
the radical and progressive elements of so- 
ciety. 

MERCURY yp ag by JUPITER— 


A 25TH; 
KEYNOTE—EXAGGERATION 


Mercury in affliction with Jupiter sym- 
bolizes high winds, literally and figuratively 
speaking. Therefore not only may we ex- 
pect, at this time, some very violent wind 
storms, hurricanes, tornadoes, etc., but, also, 
some sensational news is likely to break. 
This is distinctly an aspect of INFLA- 
TION. Traditions and traditional standards 
are abandoned, the Balloon of Hope ascends 
to a great height, only to explode. Big 
stories break, the headline hunters have the 
time of their lives, but messages received 
at this time will need to be discounted con- 
siderably, in the interest of truth, for Mer- 
cury opposition Jupiter is a very unreliable 
messenger—or witness, but not deliberately 
untruthful. He is, at best, inclined to be 
muddled, forgetful of details, inaccurate and 
is prone to exaggeration. Facts, unadorned, 
appear to him dull and uninteresting, so he 
draws upon the fertile imagination to supply 
the total requirements of what he calls “a 
good story.” 

This is an aspect that inclines to charges 
and counter-charges of libel, slander, fraud 
and dishonesty. There is a pronounced tend- 
ency to talk too much (out of turn) and 
to the wrong person. It behooves every- 


one to guard his speech and writings care- 
fully at this time; discount all information 
received and exercise unusual caution and 
prudence in business and financial affairs.

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TMarket Forecast 


For April, 1934. 


General Analysis 


The first week of April does not appear to 
be particularly important although it is not in 
any sense negative. In fact, an optimistic 
spirit will, no doubt, prevail and the trend 
should be definitely upward. This should be a 
continuation of an advance that probably com- 
menced around the middle of March as in- 
dicated on page 11 of the March issue of 
AMERICAN ASTROLOGY. 

The second week of April is the week 
that’ really determines the course’ of the 
market during this month. Two powerful 
oppositions to Jupiter are the determining 
factors. The positive forces seem to have 
the odds in their favor, which might gen- 
erate an extreme speculative tendency and 
cause the market to advance far beyond all 
reasonable limits of prudence and safety, in 
which case the day of reckoning is not far 
removed. In any case, the action of the 
market throughout this period is likely to 
be quite erratic and characterized by some 
rather wild fluctuations. 

With the lunation of April 13th, we enter 
a definitely positive period, however, the 
word positive need not necessarily be inter- 
preted as implying rising prices. The 
“Bear” is an animal that also can be very 
positive on occasion. Powerful and aggres- 
sive forces will be definitely in command 
generally speaking at this time and the re- 
sult will, no doubt, be some very sudden 
and sensational developments in National 
Affairs. Just what the effect of these may 
be on the market is problematical and really 
depends almost entirely on what actually 
happens prior to April 13th. If the market 
should score any sensational advances dur- 
ing the second week of April, then we may 
expect a sharp though temporary decline 
during the third week. In any case it is 
difficult to see how this lunation, of April 
13th, could, in itself, have a depressing ef- 
fect upon prices. It should on the contrary 
have a marked stimulating effect. If a col- 
lapse should result from any disturbance or 
conflict involving Industrial and Business 
conditions of the nation during this month, 
then the price structure would probably 
crumple during the week of April 16th, 
commencing with Monday of that week. 

One thing seems to stand out clearly in 
this situation, and this is the fact, that 
whatever movement takes place, it will 
probably meet with considerable opposition 
and should be followed by a sudden ex- 


plosive re-action in the opposite direction, 
almost immediately, that is to say, that if 
the market should break during the week 
of April 13th, the rebound may be expected 
very shortly following the break. How- 
ever, by way of summing up the situation, 
I must add that it is my opinion that the 
odds are in favor of a strong and specula- 
tive market throughout the month of April, 
barring weakness, which may develop 
around the 16th and that a marked depres- 
sion is more probable in the month of May. 
In the last analysis, it all depends upon 
what effect the April lunation may have on 
Industrial conditions in general. It is true 
that the tendency is definitely toward con- 
flict which might break up the price struc- 
ture of the market temporarily, but there 
are also indications of forced and somewhat 
drastic measures applied to the immediate 
correction of the situation. 

From the point of view of the present 
(early in March) I would advise those who 
purchased prior to March 12th to hold until 
April 12th, and then base their decision at 
that time upon the behavior of the Market 
prior to that date and general Industrial 
conditions. If the price advances have been 
relatively excessive prior to April 12th, be 
prepared for a sharp break on or following 
April 13th, but if a negative tone has pre- 
vailed an equally sudden and sharp (but 
short-lived) advance may be expected. The 
nature of a Uranian move (Uranus involved 
with the Lunation) is very difficult to pre- 
dict far in advance without a knowledge of 
actual conditions prevailing at the time of 
the aspect and in the last analysis any 
horoscope must be interpreted in the terms 
of existent circumstances. 


DAILY INDICATIONS 


Mon. Apr. 2—An active market, not 
much strength but trend upward, especially 
during the morning session, may close weak.

Bendix will merit special attention during 
April. 

At this writing the President has ordered 
new legislation, whereby private corporations 
may again take over the Air Mail Service, 
which in part at least vindicates our forecast 
for these stocks and that is not all, we shall 
expect many developments during the spring 
and summer months, which will have a very 
decided influence upon Aviation Stocks and 
probably result in some rather sensational 
advances. 

These stocks should have been purchased 
when our forecast was published. 


Some additional stocks that you may be 
interested in: 


Electric Bond and Share Company 
(E.B.S.)—May 13th, 1929—As a speculative 
proposition, this stock seems to be quite 
promising. Although there appears to be a de- 
pressing influence during the month of March. 
We should expect this to be relieved during 
the month of May and from then on and 
throughout the summer advances may be 
considerable, but, we believe this stock will be 
particularly good during 1935 and 1936. 

Standard Gas and Electric (S.G.) April 
29th, 1910. On the whole this seems to offer 
quite a safe and profitable investment. As 
good a buy for immediate advances as there 
is in this entire list, however, we do believe 
that 1935 should be a much better year for 
this stock than the present year. In fact, 
this would seem to apply to a great majority 
of the Utilities.

HOUSE ORBS 


Question: The hooks teach that when a 
planet is within eight degrees of a house cusp 
it should be considered read and delineated as 
if actually in the house it is approaching. 
This is true of natal and progressed planets 
whether retrograde or not as I understand it. 

Does the same rule hold on a transit or is 
a transit considered in the next house when 
it reaches a degree or two of the cusp. 

Answer: I usually allow approximately 
five degrees of orb for all house cusps 
whether progression, or by transit. As a mat- 
ter of fact I do not believe it is possible to 
draw a hard and fast rule here and one must 
use a certain amount of discretion in the mat- 
ter. For instance, it should depend upon the 
relative rate at which the planet is moving 
toward the cusp. In other words the time ele- 
ment must be considered in, this. 

I would suggest that you investigate Cam- 
panus system for calculating house cusps. I 
consider Campanus House Tables much more 
logical in theory and satisfactory in practice 
than the Semi-Arc Tables which are in a 
general use at this time. 
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
